Attorney General Finds Records 
Of Cash Donations Missing

The California Attorney 
General’s Office has released 
results of an audit of Project 
Open Hand, finding no evi¬ 
dence of any illegal expendi¬ 
tures of funds of the seven- 
year-old meal service for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

However, the attorney gen¬ 
eral was “unable to locate 
records of cash donations dur¬ 
ing the time period of 1986 
and 1987 or sufficient records 
to account for monies raised 
or expended” during that pe¬ 
riod. 


The audit followed allega¬ 
tions in February 1991 by Dr. 
Irving Zaretsky, former chair 
of the agency’s board of direc¬ 
tors, that thousands of dollars 
in cash contributions raised in 
the gay community for the 
period 1985-1988 were unac¬ 
counted for. 

Zaretsky told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the attorney 
general’s finding was a polit¬ 
ical solution and that the in¬ 
vestigation was superficial. 

“The attorney general does 
not want to deal with AIDS 
charities,” Zaretsky said. “The 
message is that it is the com¬ 
munity’s responsibility.”

Gay Man Confesses 
To Murdering Lover

LOS ANGELES - Police 
say that Norman Hall was 
“alert, responsive, remorseful 
and aware of his surround¬ 
ings” when he confessed to 
the murder of Donald Lee 
Hufeld, Hall’s “roommate and 
lover” of over Five years. 

Homicide Detective 
Wendy Berndt of the Los An¬ 
geles Police Department’s 
Hollywood Division says the 
murder was a result of a 


“plain and simple domestic 
dispute.” 

The murder and reported 
confession have sent shock 
waves through the Los Ange¬ 
les gay community. Hall’s 
friends and former co-work¬ 
ers at the Yukon Mining Co., 
a coffee shop in West Holly¬ 
wood, are stunned. They 
can’t conceive that the skinny 
six-foot-plus Hall is capable of 
murder. 

“I can’t believe it’s true,”

Changes in the AIDS epi¬ 
demic — both natural and arti¬ 
ficial — are forcing the Shanti 
Project to send out urgent 
pleas for more volunteers. 
There are now 78 people with 
AIDS or disabling HIV symp¬ 
toms on Shanti’s waiting list 
for emotional and physical 
support services. They may 
have to wait up to two 
months before a volunteer is 
available for them. 

“Many of these people are 
in emotional crisis. Any 
amount of time that they 
have to wait makes me upset 
and concerned,” Shanti Pro¬ 
ject Director Eric Rofes said. 

Over the past year, Shan¬ 
ti’s client load has increased 
from 1,200 to 1,500 people, and 
the organization needs about 


150 new volunteers to handle 
the present waiting list. 

Shanti’s greater workload 
is not the result of an increase 
in the number of people with 
AIDS. In fact, the number of 
PWAs in San Francisco has 
slowly declined over the past 
two years. 

The growth in demand for 
services stems instead from 
the weakening of individuals’ 
own private support networks 
as the epidemic drags on and 
friends become ill. Shanti vol¬ 
unteers themselves become 
sick or tired, too. There is a 
tradeoff between more clients 
and less volunteers, noted 
Shanti Intake Coordinator Ed¬ 
uardo Ramirez. 

“More and more, people 
are in living situations with 
other people who are sick. 
But fortunately, there is al¬ 


ways a big influx of people to 
the area who are keen on do¬ 
ing work,” Volunteer Recruit¬ 
ment Coordinator Stephanie 
Ruby-Klink said. 

To tap into this pool of po¬ 
tential volunteers, Shanti has 
launched an advertising cam¬ 
paign and is directing its ef- 
forts at less traditional 
sources of volunteers, such as 
straight people. Volunteers 
from under-represented com¬ 
munities would nicely com¬ 
plement Shanti’s new Cross¬ 
ings program, the goal of 
which is to cross over cultural 
and other boundaries to pro¬ 
vide AIDS care for such his¬ 
torically underserved commu¬ 
nities as the Tenderloin and 
South of Market neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Shanti may need a major 
boost this spring should the 


government go through with 
its plans to change the defini¬ 
tion of AIDS. Revisions un¬ 
der consideration would in¬ 
clude everyone with a helper 
T-cell count of under 200, re¬ 
gardless of whether or not 
they have serious AIDS-relat¬ 
ed conditions. This purely 
procedural change could dou¬ 
ble the number of San Fran¬ 
ciscans diagnosed with AIDS. 

“The level of mental health 
crisis is not the same as it will 
be when all these people are 
stigmatized with an AIDS di¬ 
agnosis,” Rofes noted. “Until 
people have AIDS, denial and 
hope tend to win out over the 
diagnosis.”

Recall Wilson Deadline Nears

Only one week remains be¬ 
fore the Jan. 16 deadline to 
collect nearly 1 million signa¬ 
tures in the effort to recall 
Gov. Pete Wilson, and the po¬ 
litical action committee in 
charge of the effort has no 
idea how the campaign is pro¬ 
gressing. 

The PAC has not yet be¬ 
gun to count the signatures 
collected and in fact, they say 
few petitions have been 
turned in, according to Deb¬ 
bie Murray, head of the PAC. 

The counting of signatures 
won’t actually begin until af¬ 
ter the Jan. 16 deadline, when 
the petitions will be turned in 
to the registrar of voters for 
verification. 

The effort to recall Wilson 
from office came into full 
swing after he vetoed AB 101, 
the assembly bill that would 
have outlawed job discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

Tim Napier, who has an 
official endorsement from 
Queer Nation to collect signa¬ 
tures and who is one of only 
two people in San Francisco 
County authorized by the 
PAC to deposit collected sig¬ 
natures with the committee, 
says he has no idea how the 
campaign is going, even after 
numerous calls to the commit¬ 
tee in Sacramento. 

“I wish I could say we’ve 
collected 600,000 signatures, 
or whatever, but it’s just not 
possible,” Napier said.

He said there were several 
problems with the campaign 
in general that are affecting the 
recall effort as the deadline 
rapidly approaches. 

“Part of the problem is I’m 
the only one (in the area) 
that’s involved. I’ve tried to 
recruit people but there has 
been such little desire for peo¬ 
ple to get involved that I was 
really amazed,” Napier said. 

He also blames the PAC 
for its lack of organization in 
San Francisco County. 

But the lack of organiza¬ 
tion on the part of the PAC 
may not be a problem in San 
Francisco County alone, but 
across the entire state. 

“The problem statewide is 


getting signatures from peo¬ 
ple to turn in,” Napier said. 

Though Napier and the 
PAC may not know precisely 
how the campaign in general 
is progressing, volunteer Kyle 
Thornton has been successful¬ 
ly collecting signatures on his 
own every Sunday in Noe 
Valley since October. He esti¬ 
mates he’s gathered a “four¬ 
digit” number of signatures, 
but he doesn’t know exactly 
how many. He collected 
about 300 signatures every 
Sunday with little problem. 

The possibility of a recall 
election hinges on whether or 
not the 923,000 signatures 
have been collected. After the 
Jan. 16 deadline, the registrar 
of voters has 30 days to count 
and verify the signatures. Af¬ 
ter the 30 days the petitions 
are sent to the secretary of 
state, who will write a report 
and send a letter notifying 
each of the five proponents of 
the campaign if there are 
enough valid signatures. 

If enough valid signatures 
are collected, the governor, 
then, has 30 days in which to 
announce a recall election. 

The recall effort is inde¬ 
pendent from the campaign 
to put a gay rights initiative 
on the ballot. Organizers of 
that effort have until April 10 
to finish collecting signatures 
on their petitions. 

Should there be a recall 
election, it would be held 
some time before the June 
election. ▼

Million-Dollar Suit Filed Against B of A 

Gay Says Bank Firing 
Due to Stripper Stint 


Raucous New Year's 
On Castro Street

A gay man who was fired 
by the Bank of America when 
it was learned that he had a 
side job as a stripper for the 
Nob Hill Cinema has sued for 
violation of privacy and anti¬ 
gay discrimination. 

The suit by Michael 
Thomasson, 32, seeks more 
than $1 million in damages 
for the breach of contract and 
emotional and punitive dam¬ 
ages for the discharge. 

Thomasson, who had 
worked at the Bank of Amer¬ 
ica as a legal secretary since 
1988, was fired in June 1991 
after the bank learned that he 
is gay and sometimes per¬ 
forms as an exotic stripper at 
the popular gay club on Bush 
Street. 

According to Kurt Hueb- 
ner, an attorney for the Arnold 
Laub law firm, one day 
when Thomasson was out 
sick, a copy of a letter the 
plaintiff had written to a 
friend discussing his sexual

orientation and his activities 
as a stripper was found. 

Thomasson, according to 
the suit, believes that a co¬ 
worker discovered the letter 
by rifling through his desk. 

The co-worker, according 
to Huebner, discussed the 
contents of the letter with co¬ 
workers. Several manage¬ 
ment and supervisory em¬ 
ployees at the bank then 
showed up at the Nob Hill 
Cinema. 

Thomasson performed un¬ 
der a spotlight and could nev¬ 
er see his audience, according 
to Huebner, but was in¬ 
formed that a group of super¬ 
visors had shown up at the 
theater. 

Two weeks later Thomas¬ 
son was called into a supervi¬ 
sor’s office and handed a 
memo saying that he had 
been fired because of “long¬ 
standing performance prob¬ 
lems.” 

Huebner said the reason 
was a pretext because 
Thomasson had consistently

received outstanding perfor¬ 
mance evaluations and had 
recently received the highest 
merit raise possible. 

The termination violates 
anti-gay job bias and right to 
privacy laws, Huebner said. 

“No employer has the right 
to make judgments about an 
employee’s non-work-related 
activities. It seems pretty 
clear that we will prevail.” 

A waitress at a restaurant 
near the bank frequented by 
employees said that one of 
the supervisors came in and 
said that Thomasson had 
been fired and that he — and a 
few other supervisors — had 
been to the Nob Hill Cinema 
and that it was a large part of 
why Thomasson was given 
the sack. ▼

A naked man was serious¬ 
ly injured when he fell 
through the sunroof of the 
news kiosk at Castro Street at 
18th on New Year’s Eve, ac¬ 
cording to the Street Patrol. 

The injured man was cut 
to the bone in six places by 
glass from the roof. 

The incident was one of 16 
in which the Street Patrol in¬ 
tervened during the night, 
member Marvin Greer said, 
said. 

“I don’t think there were 
any true gay bashings,” Greer 
said. 

In another incident, an 
out-of-town gay couple was 
involved in a fight at 3 a.m. 
after one of the pair decided 
that he wanted to “go out and 
have sex with anything that 
moved” and his partner was 
not keen on the idea. The 
patrol intervened in the in¬ 
cident. 

According to Greer, the 
largest incident occurred 
when some straight street 
people threw trash at three 


lesbians and a fight broke out. 

“The fight escalated until 
about 25 people were fight¬ 
ing with each other,” said 
Greer. “People were just pick¬ 
ing fights with each other in 
the mob scene. It wasn’t like 
two opposing groups or fac¬ 
tions.” 

In another incident, an em¬ 
ployee of one of the franchise 
chains on the street stepped 
into the Pendulum bar for a 
drink and made a racist epi¬ 
thet and “got the shit kicked 
out of him,” Greer said. 

The busy New Year’s Eve 
in the Castro is all part of the 
efforts of the group to keep 
the neighborhood safe from 
gay bashers and anti-gay at¬ 
tacks. 

Ellen Twiname, founder of 
the group, was named one of 
10 Heroes and Heroines of the 
Year by Mother Jones maga¬ 
zine in its January-February 
issue. Twiname is out of the 
country and unavailable for 
comment on the honor. 

She was nominated by the 
readership for the award and 
is featured in the issue. ▼

Violent Gay Bashing 
At West Portal Station

The following incidents 
were brought to the attention 
of the Bay Area Reporter and 
are believed to be gay bash¬ 
ings. 

On Dec. 16, at around 6:30 
p.m., Carlos Costa was 
assaulted at the West 
Portal Muni station while he 
was on his way to see a 
movie. Costa recalls a man 
approaching him from behind 
before he got off the train and 
said, “I’m going to beat the 
shit out of you. You want to 
see it?” 

Not knowing what to do, 
Costa ignored the well-built, 
muscular man. In a matter of 
seconds, according to Costa, 
he received a blinding blow 
to the back of the head. Costa 
remembers trying to follow 
the crowd out of the station, 
but the attacker kept beating 
on him. Costa thinks he saw a 
woman rushing to help him, 
but then she turned away. 

Then Costa blacked out. 
When he came to, the attack¬ 
er had Costa against a wall 
and was strangling him so 
that he couldn’t breathe, 
while at the same time punch¬ 
ing him in the face so that his 
head was pounding against 
the wall. The attacker was 
screaming that he was going 
to kill Costa. 

The incident took place

during the commute hour and 
Costa said there were hun¬ 
dreds of people around, yet 
no one did anything to help. 
One woman did tell the sta¬ 
tion agent that someone was 
being beaten up apparently 
for no reason and the station 
agent called police. Another 
station agent said he thought 
Costa was already dead. 

Costa describes the attack¬ 
er as a black man, between 34 
and 38 years of age, weighing 
about 180 pounds. 

Costa filed a report with 
police immediately after the 
attack and was surprised at 
the police officer’s insensitiv¬ 
ity. Costa said the officer 
asked, “You grabbed his 
crotch, right? Tell me the sto¬ 
ry.” 

A report was filed by Costa 
with the Hate Crimes Unit at 
City Hall and with the Office 
of Citizens Complaints. 

An incident in early De¬ 
cember left a man bloodied 
and disoriented, and the man 
who tried to help him bewil¬ 
dered, because no one else was 
willing to help. 

“David” left a sandwich store 
on Castro Street to see a man 
with blood streaming down 
his face and another man 
screaming at him and punch¬ 
ing him. 

According to David, the 
victim seemed to have been

Stambolian 
Changed 
Course of Gay 
Publishing

B y now obituaries in 
the New York 
Times, the Chronicle 
and here in the 
B.A.R. have reported George 
Stambolian’s death from 
AIDS and outlined his 
achievements. Still, I want to 
add my two cents. I want to 
speak personally because my 
life, and the lives of numer¬ 
ous other writers, will be di¬ 
minished without George’s 
friendship and support as a 
critic and editor. 

George ’ was a scholar of 
20th century French litera¬ 
ture; perhaps that gave him 
access to writing whose roots 
are more European than En¬ 
glish. A few scholars like Earl 
Jackson Jr. at UC Santa Cruz 
and Dan Calder at UCLA are 
now paying attention to non¬ 
mainstream types like Dennis 
Cooper, Kevin Killian and 
myself. But George was 
among the first who brought 
our work to colleges and uni¬ 
versities, who took a chance 
with it in the classroom be¬ 
fore the days of “gender stud¬ 
ies.”

Recall Mashore Drive Under Way 


A Concord group began 
circulating petitions Dec. 31 
to place a measure on the 
November ballot to recall 
controversial City Council¬ 
man Lloyd Mashore. 

The group of about 40 ac¬ 
tivists has until June 7 to gath¬ 
er the 8,569 signatures re¬ 
quired. 

At issue are charges that 
Mashore was not a legal resi¬ 
dent of Concord when he ran 
successfully for the council in 
1989, that he is biased against 
lesbians and gays and that he 


wasted money on a city trip 
to Louisiana. 

A Contra Costa County Su¬ 
perior Court judge ruled a 
year ago that Mashore was 
not an eligible candidate, but 
Mashore appealed. A state 
court may hear his case this 
month. 

Campaign organizer Eu¬ 
gene Ortega said that his 
group would pursue the recall 
regardless of the hearing’s 
outcome, in case Mashore “re¬ 
fuses to step down.”

Even as Queer Nation/San 
Francisco takes a hiatus be¬ 
cause of personal conflicts 
within the group, “queer” ac¬ 
tivism is spreading to Contra 
Costa County with the open¬ 
ing of a new QN chapter in 
Walnut Creek. 

The first meeting was held 
on Jan. 3 at the City Council 
chambers, where about 25 to 
30 energetic people showed 
up ready for action. Much of 
the meeting was spent plan¬ 
ning the chapter’s image and 
brainstorming ideas on what 
QN/Contra Costa would like 
to accomplish. 

The chapter’s main objec¬ 
tive is to attack Concord’s 
economic base as a way of 
taking revenge on the city for 
passing Measure M, the mea¬ 
sure that would remove the 
words “sexual orientation” 
from the city’s human rights 
ordinance. Action on that 
measure is on hold pending 
litigation on its constitutional¬ 
ity- 

One way QN/CC is consid¬ 
ering attacking Concord’s 
economy, according to mem¬ 


ber Alan Carson, is to ask ma¬ 
jor celebrities and music stars 
to refrain from playing at the 
Concord Pavilion. The Pavil¬ 
ion is one of Concord’s main 
sources of income. 

QN/CC is also planning 
some events to let residents 
of the county know that the 
group is there and to “throw 
their homophobia back in 
their faces, Carson said. 

A “kiss-in” at Walnut 
Creek’s main shopping dis¬ 
trict is one event being 
planned. But QN/CC’s first or¬ 
der of business will be a 
demonstration outside the 
Walnut Creek City Council. 
The council is considering 
becoming a member of Con¬ 
cord’s chamber of commerce, 
and QN wants to discourage 
Walnut Creek from becoming 
associated with “a bigoted 
city,” Carson said.

A Seat at the Table 


W e have heard people wonder aloud what all the 
hoopla is about losing seats on commissions and 
boards, and why should they care! Most appoint¬ 
ments don’t deal with gay issues, so why should we 
concern ourselves? Are gay men or lesbians smarter 
or better qualified than others to sit on these groups? 

The answers to the above have been the subject of conver¬ 
sation and articles for many years. We have addressed the is¬ 
sue before, but as time elapses and a new group of younger 
men and women joins our community, perhaps it’s time to re¬ 
mind ourselves what political power is all about. 

Sitting on these boards and commissions gives us a chance 
to share in the decision-making that affects the entire city, in¬ 
cluding ourselves. Many seemingly simple laws or changes in 
city codes can cause profound ripples throughout our commu¬ 
nity. Sitting on these groups can help alleviate or address is¬ 
sues that might affect us down the line. It is also an opportu¬ 
nity to get to know people and to allow them to know and un¬ 
derstand us. We can dispel many of the outrageous myths that 
sheltered people think about us. They can learn that we are 
not pariahs, nor are we child molesters. They also learn that 
we can work within the system to make it work for all of us. 
It is probably the greatest bridge-building exercise in which 
gay men and lesbians can engage. 

By showing a commitment to help better the city , as a 
whole, we help our own community down the line when push 
comes to shove and our allies are asked to vote for our issues. 
Harvey Milk ran for years on this basic principle. Minorities 
helping each other will eventually find out that we all share 
the same basic humane goals, and we must work together to 
attain those goals. As commissioners we have the opportunity 
to learn how to make changes, implement those changes and 
go on to help others make changes that can affect all of our 
lifestyles. It becomes a reflection of our community. 

Are gays or lesbians smarter or better qualified to be ap¬ 
pointed to these seats? Not necessarily so. It is in our nature 
to take charge and sometimes it may appear that we are 
smarter. Gay men and lesbians are very much like other mi¬ 
nority groups (i.e., blacks, Asians, or other people of color). We 
study our subject and are usually well-versed because we don’t 
want to fail. We are also a prideful group and we want our de¬ 
cisions to reflect back on the gay community as a whole. 

As blacks fought for their civil rights in the ’50s and ’60s, we 
as a gay community must now make the ’90s a time of gay em¬ 
powerment. We cannot afford to lose what we have gained. 
Boards and commissions, whether they are big or small, are an 
important part of that empowerment. These positions can be¬ 
come springboards for future elected offices. Every one of our 
currently elected officials has put in time on a board, a com¬ 
mission and/or a specially appointed committee. We still have 
a long way to go, because we still have no real appointees or 
statewide elected officials. We must try to find the best the 
community has and stand and support them against many 
elected incumbents. It is truly time that we strive for seats at 
bigger tables. 


Good Luck, Mr. Mayor 

W e wish Mayor Frank Jordan well as he begins his 
uphill task of trying to balance San Francisco’s bud¬ 
get and solve the homeless crisis. It won’t be easy. 
And he and the Board of Supervisors need all the 
support we in the gay and lesbian community can give them. 

Politics is a rough and dirty game. Those of us who support¬ 
ed other candidates need to cut loose of the bad feelings that 
losing an election produce. We need to give our new mayor 
the benefit of the doubt. Whether he’ll be our friend or foe re¬ 
mains to be seen. Hopefully he’ll surprise us. 

All of the politicking is over. Best of luck, Frank Jordan, our 
40th mayor.

Why Bash Brown? 


I n the Jan. 2 B.A.R. guest writer Roger 
Ritland made several political observations 
which merit additional commentary. 
Ritland’s First argument is that the Repub¬ 
lican Party is a cruel joke, and so far so good. 

His next argument is that some parallel exists 
between our GOP “friends” and our Democrat¬ 
ic “friends.” On the critical litmus test of support 
for civil rights legislation there is a real dif¬ 
ference between these so-called GOP “friends” 
and the Democrats Ritland mentions: Nancy 
Pelosi, Willie Brown and John Burton. The 
Democrats stand by our community, whereas 
the GOP wants to use homophobia as a politi¬ 
cal resource to gain power. 

Next Ritland states, “Our ‘friends’ in the Dem¬ 
ocratic establishment, who have for so long 
taken our votes for granted while doing every¬ 
thing they can to prevent our community from 
receiving our share of political power, can at last 
be driven from office.” Fabulous. 

Who is Ritland’s proposed target? Willie 
Brown. What are the arguments raised against 
Brown? Ritland: “Brown, through his under¬ 
handed and unethical tactics, has more than 
anyone else brought disgrace upon the Califor¬ 
nia Legislature and given the homophobic Re¬ 
publicans their best-opportunity in years to take 
over the Legislature.” 

There is lots of flying here but not much land¬ 
ing. First, if you are going to charge someone 
with “underhanded and unethical” tactics you 
should at least give your reader a tacit example 
of such behavior. To simply throw this argument 
onto the table without documentation or support 
is not persuasive. 

Ritland’s next point is that by getting rid of 
Willie Brown, the gay community will be doing 
the Democratic Party a favor. The fact of the mat¬ 
ter is that Willie Brown would not still be the 
speaker of the House if a majority of his col- 
legues did not feel that when it comes to taking 


care of their electoral needs, Willie Brown 
knows his stuff. If a majority felt uneasy about 
his political skills, he would be history by now. 

And if Brown is such apolitical liability for the 
Democratic Party, why is it that the GOP is con¬ 
sidering financing Democratic primary opposi¬ 
tion to Brown in June? Are they going against 
their self-interest by backing Jones vs. Brown? 
I doubt it. 

Ritland’s next point is that “if we don’t defeat 
Brown in the Democratic primary, he will again 
become an issue in the fall campaign.” The GOP 
Assembly caucus has historically used the col¬ 
or of Brown’s skin as “an issue in the fall cam¬ 
paign.” My only advice to Ritland is this: Voters 
who don’t like the Brown’s race don’t like gay 
or lesbian people much either. In such a case it 
is neither desirable nor prudent to make peace 
with the enemy. Given the fact that Brown has 
held his electoral majority in the California Leg¬ 
islature in a state that has not voted for a Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidate since 1964, and has 
not elected a Democratic governor since 1978, it 
seems that Willie Brown is doing a damned good 
job. 

Ritland’s last point concerns the Democratic 
Machine. He argues that the Democratic Party 
takes the votes of gays and lesbians for granted. 
There is something to this. However, in this in¬ 
stance disenfranchised gays and lesbians would 
be asked to end the political career of a suc¬ 
cessful African Ameican. That is a Republican 
wet dream, but it is just not my cup of tea. I have 
no problem working for a lesbian or gay candi¬ 
date who has the guts to challenge a represen¬ 
tative of white middle-class America, but I can’t 
see destroying the career of Willie Brown.

Fliering in the Castro Is Out of Hand 

I’m a gay man and a resident of the Castro. I am 
frustrated with the tremendous number of advertise¬ 
ments and flyers that litter our neighborhood. 

I deplore the slum-like situation that makes the Cas¬ 
tro a less desirable area to live in and to shop in. This 
situation hurts gay businesses. 

I wish to safeguard free speech; however, private 
businesses leafleting our doorsteps and our auto¬ 
mobiles and even covering the decorative cast portions 
of the historic lamp posts on Market St. are not bene¬ 
fiting my rights or anybody else’s. In fact, the notices 
are so thick and materialize with such frequency that 
you cannot find the public-interest flyers if you try. 
They are buried under sexploitative notices from 
private clubs and flyers of various businesses and 
restaurants. 

This benefits the right wing that can always point 
the finger at the ineptness of liberals and leftists to 
take care of urban problems (as exploited by Frank 
Jordan’s recent mailing depicting the filth of San 
Francisco). 

Another problem is that flyers are often put up with 
non-biodegradable, petroleum-based tape and, even 
without the tape, are a hassle to recycle, whereas the 
community newspapers (that need and deserve the 
support in the first place) are much more convenient 
(recycle all the ads you’ve read in one shot). Newspaper 
advertisements are likely to be smaller and, of course, 
are on much thinner paper. Since lesbians and gay 
men live on the same planet as everybody else, we 
need to show some concern for the environment, and 
perhaps some respect for ourselves — other animals 
don’t defile their nests. 

All concerned citizens should encourage the city to 
fine private businesses that abuse public property in 
gay neighborhoods. Public interest groups that seek 
to organize here should take responsibility to remove 
and recycle the flyers that they put up, once an event 
has passed. I would also hope that people would tell 
such businesses that they resent the abuse of our 
streets by self-serving and short-sighted business 
owners, and avoid supporting them. Our pride is 
reflected in our neighborhood. This one is pitiful, not 
proud.

Church Leaders Have Right to Free 
Speech Too 

Paul W. Linberg’s Dec 12 letter, “Father Knows 
Best,” in which he lambastes Archbishop John R. 
Quinn for publicly opposing the distribution of con¬ 
doms in public schools, shows no understanding of the 
separation of church and state clause of the Bill of 
Rights’ First Amendment. 

Like countless, usually “secular” people, Linberg 
believes that this clause bars religious leaders from 
addressing issues of public policy, society and sex in 
the United States. 

As the Archbishop of San Francisco, Marin and San 
Mateo counties, Quinn has a social responsibility 
derived theologically from his office to be a public 
teacher of morals. He also has a fundamental right, 
by virtue of the First Amendment, to free speech. 
Does Linberg believe this freedom should not extend 
to religious leaders in the U.S.? 

By the way, Thomas Jefferson himself founded the 
University of Virginia, which required students to at¬ 
tend chapel. The philosophical deist Jefferson be¬ 
lieved that Christianity was necessary to civilize his 
fellow citizens. 

At any rate, I suspect that most Roman Catholic 
Americans reject Quinn’s opposition to condom dis¬ 
tribution to teenagers. I myself, as an Irish Catholic, 
reject it. Unfortunately, Roman Catholic bishops in 
the U.S. have not followed the wise and prudent lead 
of the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Liverpool in 
England, who invoked the Catholic philosophical 
tradition of choosing the lesser of two evils in support¬ 
ing condom advertisement and distribution as British 
public health policy. He reasoned that the policy is far 
less a social evil than the unintentional transmission 
of HIV.

Needle Exchange Promise 

The following letter was sent to Mayor-elect 
Frank Jordan. 

We of ACT UP/San Francisco are writing to 
challenge you to live up to your campaign promise to 
sanction and fund a needle exchange in San Francisco. 

For every day that San Francisco exists without a 
sanctioned, legal and funded needle exchange, at least 
one injection drug user becomes infected with HIV 
for lack of access to a legal syringe exchange.. 

Since 1988, ACT UP/San Francisco has taken a visi¬ 
ble leadership role in addressing the need for a sanc¬ 
tioned and funded needle-exchange program to help 
stem the tide of new HIV infections within the injec¬ 
tion drug-using communities. Since the summer of 
1991, these actions have been endorsed by and have 
been in collaboration with ACT UP/Golden Gate. 

In the absence of a sanctioned needle-exchange pro¬ 
gram in San Francisco, Prevention Point has been 
operating as an illegal and volunteer organization 


since November 1988. 

One of your explicit campaign promises was to im¬ 
plement a legal and funded needle-exchange program 
in San Francisco. We of ACT UP/San Francisco are 
writing to invite you to a meeting that we will arrange 
with researchers, advocates and leaders of the com¬ 
munity who have been working to sanction and fund 
needle exchange in the city. 

ACT UP/San Francisco has grave concerns regard¬ 
ing the way in which needle exchange is both sanc¬ 
tioned and funded. Any decision which jeopardizes 
the lives of people at risk for HIV infection or those 
living with HIV infection is a decision we cannot sup¬ 
port. We strongly urge you to listen to those who have 
been pursuing a legal and respectful solution to the 
paraphernalia laws that make such needle-exchange 
activities illegal. We would also encourage you to 
review the recently released San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s Comprehensive Plan to 
Reduce the Spread of HIV Infection Among Injection 
Drug Users (IDUs) in the City and County of San 
Francisco. 

We need to hear from you within the next two weeks 
so that we can discuss a time and date that will work 
for all parties. 

The issue of a sanctioned, funded and legal needle 
exchange is critical to San Francisco.

Problems on Castro Street 



Y esterday, Art Agnos, 
one of the best friends 
the gay and lesbian 
community ever had in 
public life, moved out of the 
Mayor’s Office and Frank Jor¬ 
dan, a man few in our commu¬ 
nity really knew, took over his 
office in City Hall. There are, 
of course, many theories as to 
why Agnos lost and Jordan 
won, but one has only to take 
a walk down Castro Street 
these days to see one of the 
reasons that voters kicked Ag¬ 
nos out of office. 

Around 8 a.m. on New 
Year’s Day as I walked my dog 
to Castro and Market streets to 
pick up the morning papers, a 
young man whom I had seen in 
the neighborhood from time to 
time stopped me and said, 
“Mr. Friday, that is the real 
reason Agnos lost the elec¬ 
tion,” as he pointed toward 
Harvey Milk Plaza, adding as 
he walked away, “My lover and 
I pay $1,000 a month rent on 
Collingwood and this is what I 
see every day.” 

At the entrance to the 
underground at the corner of 
Market and Castro were nine 
“homeless” people — in¬ 
cluding three with shopping 
carts — five of whom were 
noisily drinking out of liquor 
bottles. As I approached the 
newspaper racks, two of the 
pack came toward me, loudly 
demanding a handout. This is 
not a rare New Year’s Day oc¬ 
currence, but rather the norm 
daily on Castro Street. 

Castro, once a pleasant, busy 
area to shop, browse and meet 
people, has become, in the 
words of many of the shop¬ 
keepers there, the city’s 
“newest slum.” No longer can 
residents walk along that 
street without repeatedly be¬ 
ing harassed by aggressive 
panhandlers. 

One well-known shopkeep¬ 
er on Castro told me recently, 
“I’m going to pay the rent on 
my place for another three 
months and see if maybe the 
Jordan people are willing to do 
something that Agnos refused 
to do — after that I will proba¬ 
bly just close up the doors; it’s 
getting too damned tough out 
here.” 

This merchant went on to 
claim that when workers who 
live in the neighborhood get 
off the bus or the subway on 
the way to or from work, they 
no longer browse or walk lei¬ 
surely down the street. 

“They put their heads down 
and practically race down the 
street in order to avoid the 
growing numbers of aggres¬ 
sive panhandlers,” he said. 
“Ask anyone who does busi¬ 
ness along here what it 
(panhandling) is doing.” 

A barber who works in the 
area recently complained to 
me that on a recent Saturday 
he was hassled by “homeless 
panhandlers” five times (twice 
“threatened” by two of the 
drunk ones) during his lunch 
break while he walked the 
two-block stretch of Castro. 

The proprietor of another 
store on Castro told me that 
when he came to work at 7:30 
a.m. recently, he politely asked 
two homeless people, a man 
and a woman, who had set up 
camp in his doorway, to please 
move so that he could open his 
business. He was told by the 
man to “fuck off, we have as 
much right here as you do.” 
Both the man and woman end¬ 
ed up kicking in the door and 
breaking a glass pane before 


deciding to finally move on 
down the street. 

At Harvey Milk Plaza, a spot 
considered nearly sacred by 
some gays and lesbians if only 
because it is named for the 
murdered supervisor, it is not 
unusual to observe one or 
more of the “homeless” urinat¬ 
ing on the steps at any hour of 
the day, and it is only getting 
worse. 

Do the merchants and 
residents of the Castro have 
reason to be upset over what 
has happened to that neighbor¬ 
hood? You’re damned right, 
they do. Everyone should be 
compassionate about the 
homeless problem, and most I 
know truly are, but the prob¬ 
lem in this city has truly gotten 
out of control, and nowhere is 
it more obvious than in the 
Castro. 

Being homeless and/or poor 
does not give anyone the right 
to be abusive, steal from the 
stores, or assault people on the 
street. I am not sure what the 
solution is, but this has indeed 
become a very serious prob¬ 
lem and something, somehow 
must be done. Could Mayor 
Agnos have done anything 
about this out-of-control situ¬ 
ation? I really don’t know, but 
I’ll lay you odds he now wishes 
he had at least made the effort. 

I can recall four months 
before the December runoff 
election telling one of Agnos’ 
top aides that the merchants in 
the Castro were up in arms 
about the growing numbers of 
homeless on the street, par¬ 
ticularly the aggressive pan¬ 
handling problem. The reply 
was basically one of “there 
isn’t much we can do about it, 
and besides you must remem¬ 
ber that in his heart Art is a 
true social worker” who ap¬ 
parently doesn’t think a hell of 
a lot should be done about it. 

Well, Jordan’s campaign 
manager told me a month 
before the runoff that “if we 
get 10 percent of the gay and 
lesbian vote, we win the elec¬ 
tion.” As it turns out, Jordan 
picked up nearly 30 percent of 
our community’s vote, much of 
it from the Castro area, and all 
I’m doing here is pointing out 
one of the real reasons Jordan 
got that chunk of the gay vote. 
Since Dec. 10, many gays have 
told me that they voted for Jor¬ 
dan not because Agnos wasn’t 
good to our community, but 
like their heterosexual friends 
they too were damned fed up 
with the growing homeless 
situation and the aggressive — 
indeed, often abusive — pan¬ 
handling. 

Will Mayor Jordan make a 
difference? Can he do anything 
about this growing problem? I 


can tell Jordan one thing — 
there are a lot of patient, hard¬ 
working people in the Castro, 
merchants and residents alike, 
who are hoping the new ad¬ 
ministration will do something 
to clean up what has become 
an increasingly near-unbear¬ 
able problem. It is not in¬ 
humane to ask that something 
be done to clean up the prob¬ 
lems on Castro Street. The tru¬ 
ly poor and the homeless real¬ 
ly do need help. I know that 
most of these people are there 
because of circumstances over 
which they have no control and 
the new administration must 
find a way to help. But I still 
ask, what gives these people or 
anyone else the right to hassle 
the hell out of people who are 
themselves strugglingto keep 
a roof over their own heads? 

As I said before, there are un¬ 
doubtedly a number of reasons 
that Agnos lost the election, 
but he has only to take a walk 
down Castro Street any day of 
the week, starting at Harvey 
Milk Plaza, and speak with 
some of the merchants there to 
see one of the real reasons why 
he is no longer mayor.

In a 1971 
memo to then-President Nix¬ 
on, Buchanan suggested that 
efforts to integrate American 
society might only result in 
“perpetual friction” because 
blacks and the poor may be 
genetically inferior to middle- 
class whites. 

Do you think maybe Bush 
pays jackasses like Buchanan 
and his twin David Duke to 
run against him? 

California gains seven new 
congressional seats this year 
(making a total for the state of 
52 House members) and the 
GOP, thanks to the Supreme 
Court’s anticipated approval of 
the pending reapportionment 
plan, stands to make big gains. 
All 80 Assembly seats and 20 
state Senate seats are up for 
grabs as well in November 
and, again, the Republicans 
are expected to gain big.

George was a born mis¬ 
sionary. He wrote to me in 
1985 about Homosexualities 
and French Literature 
(1979): 

Elaine Marks and I did 
this book so that graduate 
students could write about 
the subject and not be dis¬ 
couraged by the ‘experts ‘ so 
that scholars could write 
without fear of being dis¬ 
dained or of losing their jobs. 
Personally, it was my re¬ 
venge for a terrible purge 
that took place at the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin in 1962 
when I was a graduate stu¬ 
dent there. Friends were 
kicked out, professors I loved 
were destroyed. We tried to 
say something about this in 
the introduction, but Cornell 
would not hear of it. As a 
compromise they allowed us 
to keep ‘that word‘ in the ti¬ 
tle. 

If there was ever a mis¬ 
sionary, it was George. The 
impact of his Men on Men 
series cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. Of the ten or twelve 
Bay Area writers included, 
only one or two had been 
published by a large press. A 
few of us had not been pub¬ 
lished at all. The success of 
those anthologies surprised 
their publisher, New Ameri¬ 
can Library, and even sur¬ 
prised George. 

He changed the course of 
gay publishing. He brought 
an audience that had been 
created by a few major liter¬ 
ary figures and by small 
presses, into the larger mar-

AIDS, but little that is really 
innovative. One cannot expect 
any treatment breakthroughs 
from AmFAR’s grantees. 

AmFAR did launch one 
drug trial recently, a study of 
pyrimethamine as a preven¬ 
tive for toxoplasmosis in 
PWAs. Unfortunately, that 
study, which is similar to two 
federally funded ones, is 
based on the wisdom of one 
or two years ago. More recent 
studies indicate that 
pyrimethamine used alone, 
especially at the doses being 
administered, will not be very 
effective for preventing toxo. 

There is a dire need to 
quickly incorporate the latest 
knowledge into drug trials. 
The use of cutting edge tech¬ 
nologies to evaluate rapidly 
the results of those trials also 
is critically lacking. 

Meanwhile, simple and 
safe treatment possibilities 
wait for years for trials to be¬ 
gin. AmFAR is asserting little 
leadership in these areas, al¬ 
though they have generated 
considerable community in¬ 
terest. 

The central problem may 
be the nature of AmFAR’s 
scientific advisers. Both its 
scientific advisory board and 
the board of directors scientif¬ 
ic policy committee, chaired 
by Arthur Ammann, director

ketplace. And of course, he 
enlarged and educated that 
audience.

Drug Policy 

Another way AmFAR 
could speed new AIDS treat¬ 
ments to the people who need 
them is by promoting reforms 
aimed at expediting govern¬ 
ment approval of life-saving 
drugs. Here AmFAR has 
played only a small role, re¬ 
serving its main energies for 
civil rights issues and increas¬ 
ing government funding for 
AIDS services. 

Referring to failed right- 
wing attempts made this year 
to limit the activities of HIV¬ 
positive medical personnel, 
Paul Boneberg of Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS said, “We 
nearly lost all the protections 
established over the last 10 
years for people with HIV. 
AmFAR did an excellent job 
in this area.” 

Maybe so. But many treat¬ 
ment advocates think it 
would be nice if AmFAR 
would lend its prestige to the 
struggles to accelerate drug 
approvals. 

At present, a consensus is 
forming in Washington that 
medications for life-threaten¬ 
ing diseases such as AIDS de- 


were both surprised by the 
lack of involvement from peo¬ 
ple on the street.

ish relatives that we pretty 
much skipped the getting-to- 
know-you phase of friendship. 
He was devoted to his lover 
Michael Hampton, and per¬ 
haps over-protective in the 
way that Jews and Armenians 
are — and others who have ex¬ 
perienced history’s ups and 
downs. When they were apart 
George seemed to be phoning 
Michael every few hours to 
check in. 

George loved his life. He 
was of the Lavender Quill 
school of gay manhood, and 
he loved that elegance and ro¬ 
mance — he loved making a 
million calls and speeding 
things up ahd being in the 
center of at least one known 
universe. He was handsome 
and randy, always alert to the 
possibility of sex. He loved 
being an elegant faggot with 
the black leather couch and a 
swimming pool that bowed 
out towards the Atlantic. 

Over the years George 
gave unstintingly of himself, 
and shared his tremendous 
energy and enthusiasm. He 
beamed me so much confi¬ 
dence, with such generosity, 
that I had come to think of it 
as a fact of life. How do I 
thank him for that kind of 
gift? The only way, really, is 
to acknowledge it.

serve taster government pre¬ 
marketing review, but actual 
proposals are tied up by the 
Bush administration and con¬ 
gressional politicking. 

As with its research agen¬ 
da, AmFAR’s star-studded 
board is insulated from com¬ 
munity opinion. One attempt 
was made to bridge the gap 
Dec. 27, when seven activists 
from Direct Action for Treat¬ 
ment Access, ACT UP and 
other groups met Ammann at 
Genentech. The two-hour ex¬ 
change of views saw Am¬ 
mann express a great deal of 
sympathy for the activists’ 
point of view. 

Ammann claimed that Am¬ 
FAR’s founding co-chair, 
Mathilde Krim, had met with 
a top FDA official last spring 
about putting AIDS drugs on 
a regulatory fast track. That 
meeting seemed hopeful, but 
then “the momentum died,” 
Ammann reported. 

He promised to work with 
other AmFAR board mem¬ 
bers to take further action in 
this area. 

Time will tell whether the 
momentum from this meeting 
dies, too. But whatever the 
outcome, the gathering is an 
indication of how activists 
critical of AmFAR’s course 
might approach the 
organization. 

Indeed, further discussions 
with AmFAR board mem¬ 
bers is under consideration in 
what is shaping up as a major 
effort to lobby the lobbyists.

Specifically, Zaretsky said 
that the Attorney General’s 
Office refused to investigate 
the fate of cash donations 
raised at fundraisers in 1986- 
87, or allegations that funds 
designated for the purchase of 
food were instead used to pay 
off the mortgage on Open 
Hand’s building. 

Zaretsky said he provided 
the attorney general with 
leads and the names of people 
who had information concern¬ 
ing the allegations but that 
they were never pursued. 

Zaretsky also raised com¬ 
plaints about the agency’s ex¬ 
penditure of funds on an ex¬ 
ecutive search committee, the 
failure of the agency to ap¬ 
point a grievance committee 
for client complaints and oth¬ 
er internal management prac¬ 
tices of the agency. 

“We’re delighted that the 
investigation is over and that 
Project Open Hand has been 
vindicated in terms that noth¬ 
ing significantly illegal is go¬ 
ing on or had gone on,” Open 
Hand Executive Director 
Steve Burns said. 

In his findings, Deputy At¬ 
torney General James 
Schwartz said that the attor¬ 
ney general had completed a 
thorough investigation of the 
allegations of the lack of ac¬ 
countability for cash monies 
raised by the agency and the 
misuse of funds, but did not 
address complaints regarding 
the agency’s business deci¬ 
sions and board composition 
because they did not involve 
alleged violations of law. 

However, Zaretsky said 
that non-profit organizations 
that receive public funding 
are required to be client-driv¬ 
en and must have clients on 
their boards of directors. 

The audit found adequate 
records to verify income and 
expenditures for most but 
not all non-cash income. 

“The exception was ap¬ 
proximately $7,000 in monies 
removed in cash from a Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand bank account 
during 1985-1987. These funds 
are claimed to have been ex¬ 
pended on food, but we were 
unable to obtain documentary 
evidence to confirm this,” 
Schwartz said. 

Burns said that “no one 
was aware of that account or 
knew anything about the ac¬ 
count” until the attorney gen¬ 
eral discovered its existence 
and subpoenaed the Bank of 
America for records of de¬ 
posits and withdrawals. 

Founder and former Exec¬ 
utive Director Ruth Brinker 
was the sole signatory for the 
agency at that time. 

“I was surprised but not 
shocked to learn about it. The 
project was just getting off 
the ground and the account-

Mercury News Upgrades Gay Coverage 

The San Jose Mercury News has revised its style guide “in 
response to current usage and the desires of the gay and les¬ 
bian community,” according to a memorandum circulated 
among the South Bay paper’s copy chiefs. The memo be¬ 
gins “effective now, Mercury News style is to replace use of 
the term ‘homosexual’ with ‘gay’ or ‘lesbian’ in most refer¬ 
ences.” Other reforms include discontinuing use of the 
phrase “sexual preference,” which gay activists think inac¬ 
curately implies choice, in favor of “sexual orientation.” 

The changes come on the heels of a meeting between Mer¬ 
cury News staff and members of the South Bay Division of 
the San Francisco Bay Area Chapter of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation. Division Co-Chairs 
Christine Schmidt and Robert Greeley call that meeting a 
“turning point” in a yearlong effort to improve the paper’s 
coverage of the community.

Green Party Qualifies 
For November Ballot

SACRAMENTO - The 
Green Party will join five oth¬ 
ers on California’s 1992 pri¬ 
mary election ballot as the 
first new qualifier since 1980 
based on unofficial voter 
counts, Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu said. 

She said the Greens appar¬ 
ently met the requirement for 
78,992 registered voters and 
will join the Democratic, Re¬ 
publican, Libertarian, Ameri¬ 
can Independent, and Peace 
and Freedom parties in the 
June primary. 

It is the first new party to 
qualify for the ballot in Cali¬ 
fornia since the Libertarians 
in 1980, Eu said. 

The Greens are well estab¬ 
lished in Europe and dozens 
of other countries and the 
state of Alaska, and are carry¬ 
ing out ballot drives in sever¬ 
al other U.S. states including 
Pennsylvania, Hawaii, Ari¬ 
zona and Missouri, party lead¬ 
ers said. 

In California, the militant 
environmentalists are expect¬ 
ed to siphon votes from the 
beleaguered Democratic Par¬ 
ty, which has slipped below 
50 percent in voter registra¬ 
tion for the first time since 
the Great Depression. 

Bob Mulholland, the 
Democrats’ state political di¬ 
rector, acknowledged the 
Greens’ new status in a state¬ 
ment urging them to “work to 
defeat the Republicans,” 
whom he assailed for drag¬ 
ging their feet on environ¬ 
mental issues. 

While the California Green 
Party is not affiliated with its 
better known European 
cousins, members share the 
same concern for environ¬ 
mental causes, social justice 
and democratic government, 
spokesman Hank Chapot said. 

Specific issues of concern 
include those related to toxins 


and health, forest protection, 
and the rights of women, 
American Indians and gays 
and lesbians. Gay Greens 
have established a sub¬ 
sidiary organization, the 
Lavender Greens. 

The party’s provisional 
platform statement for action 
at its upcomingjan. 25-26 state 
meeting urges public financ¬ 
ing of election campaigns, tax 
cuts for low and middle in¬ 
comes, public land trusts for 
low-income housing, an im¬ 
mediate 50 percent reduction 
in U.S. military spending, 
merit-based teacher salaries, 
and bans or phase-outs of 
petroleum fuels, chemical pes¬ 
ticides, the clear-cutting of 
forests, new offshore oil 
drilling and drift-net fishing. 

“We have concentrated al¬ 
most exclusively on achieving 
ballot status to this point,” 
said Michael Twombly, a co¬ 
founder of the Sacramento 
Green Party. “But 1992 will 
be a year of refining Green 
policy, building party infras¬ 
tructure, city and county 
races, and perhaps a few sur¬ 
prise partisan races where we 
feel we can make a positive 
impact on the outcome.” 

Party leaders said they 
plan to double Green Party 
registration in 1992, and to 
have 1 million members on 
the voter rolls by the 1994 
elections. 

Election officials said the 
secretary of state will formal¬ 
ly certify the Green’s ballot 
status in mid-January after of¬ 
ficial certification based on 
the counties’ Dec. 31 vote 
count. The Greens predicted 
their total would exceed 
87,000. 

As of Oct. 29, Democrats 
counted 6.4 million registered 
voters, Republicans 5.1 mil¬ 
lion, American Independents 
155,572, the Peace and Free¬ 
dom Party 54,796, and Liber¬ 
tarians 52,291, state records 
showed. T

AIDS Suicide Advocate Commits Suicide 

Marty James, co-founder of the Los Angeles chapter of 
Shanti, committed suicide Christmas Day after a long strug¬ 
gle with AIDS. James inspired much debate after being 
featured on segments of ABC News’ “Nightline” in 1988 and 
later on CBS News’ “60 Minutes” discussing how he had as¬ 
sisted in the suicide deaths of friends with AIDS. James 
claimed to have helped at least eight men die over a five- 
year period. Shanti, an AIDS counseling and support 
group, has adamantly disassociated itself from James views 
on assisted suicides. — Karen Ocamb

nation of Van Nuys Democrat 
Alan Robbins, who last 
month pleaded guilty to fed¬ 
eral corruption charges. 
Democrats also dominate the 
GOP in the Assembly 47-33. 

“I think it’s going to be a 
very tough year ... probably 
the most raucus political year 
in recent history,” the gover¬ 
nor’s chief spokesman, Bill 
Livingstone, said. 

“It’s an election year on 
top of having redistricting 
and a very difficult budget. 
Plus, it’s a presidential elec¬ 
tion year, so issues that are 
debated in Washington also 
become the focus of debate in 
California, and visa versa.” 

Wilson bristles at the mere 
mention of raising taxes so 
soon after last summer’s bud¬ 
get-balancing tax increases. 

“We must balance our bud¬ 
get without raising taxes,” 
Wilson said when he tried to 
get the Legislature to meet in 
special session last month and 
eliminate the renter’s income 
tax credit to save $400 mil¬ 
lion. 

Roberti said dumping the 
renter’s tax credit amounts to 
a tax increase on the middle 
class and by suggesting it, 
Wilson has put the tax issue 
on the table. 

Instead, Roberti is propos¬ 
ing a tax cut for middle-in¬ 
come wage earners, financed 
by raising taxes on the 
wealthiest 1 percent of Cali¬ 
fornians. T

SACRAMENTO - The 
California Legislature opened 
its 1992 session Jan. 6 to con¬ 
front a staggering budget 
deficit in a major election 
year that will force lawmak¬ 
ers to make unpopular deci¬ 
sions while trying to woo re- 
cession-weary voters. 

“The budget, the budget, 
the budget. That eclipses ev¬ 
erything else,” Senate leader 
David Roberti, D-Los Angeles 
said, reviewing a list of leg¬ 
islative priorities during a 
pre-New Year’s interview. 

Facing lawmakers again 
this year are the same dismal 
choices of more tax hikes in 
hard times, which Republican 
Gov. Pete Wilson says he op¬ 
poses, or deeper spending 
cuts that hurt the poor and 
needy, which most Democrats 
are against. 

Unfinished business from 
last year includes affordable 
auto and health insurance, 
workers’ compensation re¬ 
form, welfare system revi¬ 
sions and timber policy 
changes, which have split en¬ 
vironmentalists in the strug¬ 
gle to balance forest preserva¬ 
tion and lumber industry 
jobs. 

A controversial measure to 
outlaw job discrimination 
against gays will be revived. 
Wilson’s veto of a similar 
measure in September trig¬ 
gered violent demonstrations

around the state. 

Adding to recession bud¬ 
get pressures will be the dis¬ 
traction of the 1992 elections. 
For the first time in a 
decade, legislators will run 
from newly reshaped political 
districts where they will be 
strange faces to many voters 
and no longer comfortable 
shoo-ins for re-election. 

Redistricting, to be final¬ 
ized this winter, promises to 
create competitive districts 
that could elect more Repub¬ 
licans and eventually topple 
Democrats from control of 
the 120-member Legislature. 

The Senate has 24 
Democrats, 13 Republicans 
and two independents, with a 
vacancy created by the resig- 
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signatures to put a 
referendum on domestic part¬ 
ners benefits on the Novem¬ 
ber ballot. 

KQED-TV, Channel 9, 
aired “Tongues Untied,” a 
film by black gay filmmaker 
Marlon Riggs. The film had 
been attacked by religious 
fundamentalists and right- 
wing politicians. The film 
aired on “P.O.V.” (Point of 
View), a PBS program. Eigh¬ 
teen of 50 major television 
markets declined to show the 
film.

Byron McQuarters, vice 
president for international af¬ 
fairs of the Harvey Milk Club, 
appeared before the San 
Francisco Democratic Central 


Committee to request that the 
charter of the Milk Club be 
revoked. He claimed that by¬ 
laws had been suspended and 
that the endorsement process 
for mayor had been scuttled. 
He was also unhappy with 
the leadership of club Presi¬ 
dent Jean Harris. 

The 16th annual Living 
Sober Conference drew more 
than 4,500 gays and lesbians 
to the Civic Auditorium. 

Capt. Richard Cairns be¬ 
gan the 45-day suspension or¬ 
dered by the Police Commis¬ 
sion after it sustained miscon¬ 
duct charges against him aris¬ 
ing from the Oct. 6, 1989 po¬ 
lice-activist confrontation in 
the Castro. 

Thirty members of Queer 
Nation staged a kiss-in at the 
San Francisco offices of the 
Boy Scouts of America. They 
filed applications to become 
volunteer Scout troop lead¬ 
ers in a action designed to 
test the Scouts’ exclusion of 
gays from the organization 
and to draw attention to the 
group’s anti-gay policies. 

More than 30 Bay Area 
free newspapers held a joint 
conference on the steps of the 
State Office Building to 
protest a new 8.25 percent tax 
on newspapers, including free 
newspapers, which had the 
tax added to gross printing 
bills. 

About 20 local lesbian and 
gay leaders, including attor¬ 
ney Kay Tsenin, Bay Area 
Reporter Publisher Bob Ross, 
health advocate Carmen 
Vazquez, activist Pat Norman, 
Jean Harris and Stop AIDS 
Project’s Kevin Gardner de¬ 
parted for the Soviet Union 
to take part in the Interna¬ 
tional Symposium on Gay 
and Lesbian Issues, a two- 
city, two-weekend series of 
events sponsored by the In¬ 
ternational Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission. 

The Union City Police De¬ 
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partment kept a computer¬ 
ized database of people who 
had HIV infection in that 
town, according to the Fre¬ 
mont Argus. The practice was 
immediately halted following 
the disclosure. 

PBS pulled “Son of Sam 
and Delilah” by gay videogra- 
pher Charles Atlas. The deci¬ 
sion was made by a top-rank¬ 
ing PBS executive. The 
video was a social commen¬ 
tary on love and death and 
homophobia in the age of 
AIDS. 

Harvey Milk Club Presi¬ 
dent Jean Harris survived a 
vote to remove her from of¬ 
fice. The club also voted to 
endorse Richard Hongisto for 
mayor as members of Art Ag- 
nos’ staff and club supporters 
charged that Hongisto’s staff 
illegally stacked the member¬ 
ship rolls. 

A resolution by Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg urged 
the Boy Scouts to abolish 
anti-gay policies. 

Lesbian activist Merle 
Woo, fired from UC-Berkeley, 
reached a $75,000 settlement 
in her nine-year discrimina¬ 
tion case. Woo is now a wom¬ 
en’s studies lecturer at San 
Francisco State. 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation formally complet¬ 
ed the transfer of the opera¬ 
tions of the Food Bank to 
Project Open Hand after a 
year of transitional operation 
by the program. 

The U.S. Senate approved 
legislation that would permit 
doctors, dentists and health¬ 
care workers conducting inva¬ 
sive procedures to require 
testing of patients for AIDS 
or hepatitis B. 

August 

Two 18-year-old female de¬ 
fendants were found guilty 
on all counts of felony assault 
and hate crimes for their 
roles in a gay bashing in front 
of Orphan Andy’s a year ear¬ 
lier. 

A move to repeal the do¬ 
mestic partners legislation 
passed by voters in Novem¬ 
ber 1990 was filed with the 
registrar of voters. The group 
had the required 9,300 signa¬ 
tures to place the referendum 
on the ballot. 

Supervisor Angela Alioto 
announced that she was a 
candidate for mayor. Former 
Police Chief Frank Jordan, 
Assessor Richard Hongisto 
and Supervisor Tom Hsieh 
were also on the ballot. 
Hongisto announced that, con¬ 
trary to rumors, he was not 
pulling out of the race. 

Secretary of Defense 
Richard Cheney said that a 
policy banning homosexuals 
from the armed forces did not 
apply to civilian employees

and that a top civilian in the 
Pentagon would not be fired 
or asked to resign because he 
is gay. 

The National AIDS Com¬ 
mission urged the adoption of 
needle-exchange programs as 
a prevention measure. The 
commission also charged that 
President Bush had virtually 
ignored the link between 
drug use and AIDS. 

The juvenile court hearing 
of Joshua Huff, who was 17 
when he was videotaped beat¬ 
ing his openly gay neighbor, 
began in San Jose. 

The Concord City Council 
agreed to place an initiative 
on the ballot that would ex¬ 
clude lesbians and gays from 
discrimination in housing and 
jobs. 

William Melvin White was 
sentenced to life in prison for 
the 1984 murders of two teen¬ 
age Polk Street youths. White 
had been convicted of special 
circumstances in the slayings 
and had faced the death 
penalty. 

Claiming influence ped¬ 
dling, nine activists from Bad 
Cop/No Donut protested Aug. 
11 outside a fundraiser to re¬ 
elect Mayor Art Agnos that 
was sponsored by a San Fran¬ 
cisco deputy chief of police 
charged with ordering the 
Oct. 6, 1989 Castro Sweep. 
Agnos announced that he was 
returning the donation, claim¬ 
ing he was unaware that 
Deputy Chief Frank Reed 
was co-sponsoring the event. 

PBS yanked “Stop the 
Church,” a short documentary 
film by Robert Hilferty about 
the 1989 ACT UP protest at 
New York’s St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral. 

Joshua Huff was found 
guilty of the felony assault 


and hate crimes in the gay 
bashing of his next-door 
neighbor William Kiley. 

Board of Education Vice 
President Tom Ammiano in¬ 
troduced a resolution calling 
for the San Francisco School 
District to refuse to allow any 
group, including the Boy 
Scouts, to conduct in-school 
programs unless the groups 
have written non-discrimina¬ 
tion clauses that conform to 
the district’s own guidelines. 

About 350 Hollywood 
movers and shakers turned 
out for a National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force fundrais¬ 
er. 

Project Open Hand con¬ 
firmed that Ruth Brinker, 
founder and former executive 
director of the meal service 
for people with AIDS, severed 
her last link with the agency. 
Her departure came less than 
three months after she stepped 
down as a member of the 
agency’s board of directors. 

The U.S. 9th Circuit Court 
of Appeals in San Francisco 
ruled that the military must 
justify by evidence its decision 
to exclude lesbians and gays 
from military service. 

Three sailors from the 
U.S.S. Antietam and a civilian 
were charged with felony as¬ 
sault and hate crimes as the re¬ 
sult of a gay bashing spree on 
Polk Street. 

AB 101 passed 7-4 in the 
Senate Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee and was headed to the 
Senate floor for approval and 
then to Assembly for a final 
vote. The provision outlaw¬ 
ing anti-gay bias in housing 
was eliminated after it ap¬ 
peared there were not enough 
votes on the Senate floor to 
pass the measure. 

After almost three years of 
litigation, the landmark law¬ 
suit brought by former Los 
Angeles Police Sgt. Mitchell 
Grobeson and three others 
charging anti-gay bias was 
nearing settlement after a 
closed-door meeting of the Los 
Angeles Police Commission. 

Joshua Huff, the San Jose 
teen-ager convicted of two 
felony assault charges and hate 
crimes in the videotaped gay 
bashing of his gay neighbor, 
was sentenced to 10 months at 
a county juvenile ranch facili¬ 
ty. * 

890 Folsom Street, one of 
the city’s first safe-sex club¬ 
houses, closed its doors after 
five years of operation. The 
lease expired and was not re¬ 
newed. 

Old Wives’ Tales Book¬ 
store, a feminist mainstay, cel¬ 
ebrated its 16th anniversary. 

A Hispanic group called for 
people to cancel their subscrip- 
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tions to the Houston Post in 
protest of the firing of colum¬ 
nist Juan Palomo, who com¬ 
plained in another publication 
that his editors killed a col¬ 
umn in which he announced 
he is gay. 

Hallmark Cards lifted the 
ban on the word lesbian from 
its personalized computer-cus¬ 
tomized greeting card system 
in response to complaints from 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation. 

September 

President Bush set off a 
firestorm of criticism when he 
suggested to reporters that the 
federal government is spend¬ 
ing $4 billion in AIDS re¬ 
search a year, a figure AIDS 
activists say has no basis in re¬ 
ality. Bush made the comment 
when asked his reaction to a 
demonstration in Kenne- 
bunkport, Maine, by AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, including the mother of 
Ryan White. Bush also said 
that he was in favor of “com¬ 
passion” and “behavior 
change” to help stem the epi¬ 
demic and said that his admin¬ 
istration didn’t support needle- 
exchange programs. 

Dr. Simon LeVey of the 
Salk Institute for Biological 
Studies in La Jolla said that 
he believed homosexuality 
matfbe genetically determined 
as the result of a study that 
found the hypothalamus in 
gay men smaller than in het¬ 
erosexual men. LeVey studied 
the brain tissue of 19 gay men 
who died of AIDS complica¬ 
tions, 16 presumably hetero¬ 
sexual men (six of whom died 
of AIDS) and six presumably 
heterosexual women. Reaction 
in the gay community ranged 
from elation to fear of future 
genetic selection arid criticism 
that the study excluded les¬ 
bians. 

Reports of a drug-resistant 
strain of tuberculosis surfacing 
in AIDS patients in New York 
City and Miami hospitals 
alarmed public health and 
AIDS experts. The Bay Area 
Reporter broke an exclusive 
story that one of the people 
who died was an HIV-negative 
physician treating AIDS pa¬ 
tients at St. Claire Hospital in 
New York. 

Amnesty International vot¬ 
ed to recognize homosexual 
behavior as a protected human 
right and announced it would 
assist lesbians and gay men 
persecuted for sex charges or 
for gay and lesbian rights or¬ 
ganizing. 

The Harvey Milk Club ex¬ 
ecutive board voted to rescind 
the endorsement of Richard 
Hongisto for mayor after An¬ 
gela Alioto entered the race. 
The board also voted 10-0 not 
to accept the resignation of 
Jean Harris as president of the 
club. Harris was Alioto’s field 
campaign director. 

AJB 101 passed the Senate 
and was sent to Gov. Pete Wil¬ 
son for his signature. The mea¬ 
sure would outlaw discrimina¬ 
tion in jobs and housing 
against gays and lesbians. 

More than 40 speakers, in¬ 
cluding many former gay Boy 
Scouts, spoke at a packed 
hearing of the San Francisco 
Board of Education in support 
of a resolution forbidding 
groups who discriminate on 
the basis of sex, sexual orien¬ 
tation or religious belief, as 
well as race and national ori¬ 
gin, from conducting in-school 
programs in the school district. 
In-school programs sponsored 
by the Boy Scouts were can¬ 
celed after the board passed 
the resolution by 5-1. 

U.S. Lotus, the computer 
software giant, gave gay and 
lesbian workers health-care 


benefits for their domestic 
partners. 

Several protesters draped a 
condom-shaped balloon over 
the suburban Washington 
home of Sen. Jesse Helms. 
Treatment Action Guerrillas 
claimed responsibility. 

More than 400 Visitacion 
Valley residents turned out to 
oppose a housing facility for 
people with AIDS. A petition 
opposing the hospice drew 
more than 2,000 signatures 
from people who expressed 
fear about declining property 
values and the possibility of 
being exposed to AIDS from 
living near the site. 

Several pre-election raids 
on gay sex clubs, replete with 
a lurid “expose” on their exis¬ 
tence by the San Francisco 
Examiner, left gay leaders an¬ 
gry and baffled. Mayor Agnos 
said it was not a morals or 
AIDS issue but a failure of es¬ 
tablishments that refused to 
comply with city business and 
safety regulations. 

San Mateo County Sheriffs 
deputies were accused of en¬ 
trapping gay men on lewd 
conduct and indecent exposure 
charges at the 1-280 rest stop at 
the Junipero Serra exit. 

The trial of needle-ex¬ 
change activist Scott Helm 
ended in a hung jury in Berke¬ 
ley. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
was prepared to seek a writ of 
mandamus to lift a gag order 
issued by a juvenile court 
judge in the case of a female 
gay basher. The judge im¬ 
posed the gag order after a 
Bay Area Reporter article 
made public Judge Donald 
Mitchell’s decision to let the 
felon free after she served 
about six weeks of a six-month 
sentence in county jail for her 
role in the gay bashing inci¬ 
dent in front of Orphan 
Andy’s restaurant in August 
1990. Mitchell’s order violated 
state law mandating that trials 
and sentencing of juveniles 
convicted of felony assault be 
made public. Mitchell lifted 
the gag and the B.A.R. 
promptly interviewed Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Keith 
Vines about the case. Vines 
had been ordered not to talk 
to the press when the gag was 
issued. 

Revelations that school li¬ 
brarians in four Contra Costa 
County high schools pulled 
several gay novels off their 
shelves drew outrage from gay 
teachers. 

The National AIDS Com¬ 
mission issued a report blast¬ 
ing politicians at every level of 
government and society for in¬ 
action and treating AIDS with 
indifference. The panel recom¬ 
mended greatly expanded 
drug abuse treatment, needle- 
exchange programs and a ma¬ 
jor re-tooling of the health-care 
system to meet the demands 
of the epidemic. 

Gov. Pete Wilson vetoed 
AB 101 on Sept. 29. Gay ac¬ 
tivists vented their anger Sept. 
30 by smashing out windows 
and setting fire to the old 
State Building on Golden Gate 
Avenue. Wilson has a local of¬ 
fice in the building. The action 
happened after a rally and 
march that drew 8,000 people. 
The same night former Chief 
of Police Frank Jordan, a can¬ 
didate for mayor, attempted to 
march with the group from 
the Castro in support of the 
vetoed bill. Jordan, who was 
chased out of the Castro by an 
angry mob, lost his shoe after 
he was severely jostled by the 
crowd. The shoe resurfaced 
atop a box of donuts at A Dif¬ 
ferent Light Bookstore but lat¬ 
er vanished. Activists were an¬ 
gry with Jordan for the Oct. 6, 


1989 police confrontation in 
the Castro and said his appear¬ 
ance was a grab for votes. 

October 

Scores of whistle-blowing 
activists jeered Wilson when 
he gave a speech at Stanford 
on Oct. 1. Stanford President 
Donald Kennedy, himself dis¬ 
graced by the discovery that 
Stanford had charged the U.S. 


government millions of dollars 
for services never performed 
or for costs not associated with 
research grants, called the 
protesters “fascists.” 

Republicans and Democrats 
alike condemned Wilson’s veto 
and said that he was appeasing 
right-wing elements that sup¬ 
ported his bid for governor. 
Wilson defended his veto say¬ 
ing that existing measures al¬ 
ready protected gays and les¬ 


bians against job discrimina¬ 
tion. 

An AIDS Early Interven¬ 
tion Center that critics said 
was a gutted program opened 
in San Francisco. Services in¬ 
cluded information, counseling 
and referral. No medical ser¬ 
vices were provided at the 
site. 

Three sailors who went on 
a gay-bashing spree in Septem¬ 
ber received six months in jail 
for their convictions on felony 
assault charges. 

The San Francisco Examin¬ 
er’s obituary policy came un¬ 
der fire after an obituary writ¬ 
er refused to identify Jackie 
Winnow’s partner as her lover 
or spouse in an obituary. Win¬ 
now died in September follow¬ 
ing a long bout with metastat¬ 
ic breast cancer. The Examin¬ 
er apologized to Teya Shaffer, 
Winnow’s spouse, after the in¬ 
cident and said that it never 
should have happened and 
that lover, companion and 
partner were acceptable terms 
to identify the relationship. 

Eighteen protesters were 
arrested at the Fairmont Hotel 
during an egg-throwing protest 
of Wilson’s appearance at a 
$5,000 a plate Republican 
fundraiser. 

The San Francisco Board 
of Education approved a plan 
to make condoms available to 
local high school students. 

The FBI made a motion for 
summary judgment in the anti¬ 
gay discrimination case of for¬ 
mer FBI agent Frank Buttino, 
who had his security clearance 
revoked and was fired from 
the agency after an anony¬ 
mous letter stating he is gay 
was sent to the FBI. Buttino 
was accused of lying to the 
agency when they first asked 
him about his sexual orienta¬ 
tion and the FBI said that that 
was the reason he was fired,

Gay Group Slams Cuomo 
For Poor Response to AIDS

ALBANY, NY. - Mem¬ 
bers of the New York Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis Jan. 6 
flunked Gov. Mario Cuomo 
for what they called his inad¬ 
equate response to New 
York’s AIDS crisis. 

“(The state) is still waiting 
for the governor and Legisla¬ 
ture to recognize that the fam¬ 
ily of New York includes 
over 41,000 New Yorkers 
with AIDS and as many as 
400,000 more who are HIV in¬ 
fected,” Albany Health Crisis 
Director Timothy Sweeny 
said at a news conference at 
the Capitol. 

In their second State of 
AIDS Report, Health Crisis 
officials said the governor’s 
implementation of only seven 
of the 24 recommendations 
they made last year and the 
$2 million he and the Legisla¬ 
ture cut in funding for AIDS 
is “throwing the sickest New 
Yorkers out of the lifeboat.” 

But Cuomo spokesman 
Chuck Porcari responded that 
AIDS funding was one of the 
few areas not cut in the gov¬ 
ernor’s 1992 Executive Bud¬ 
get Proposal. He said the Leg¬ 
islature was responsible for 
the $2 million in AIDS pro¬ 



gram cuts. Health Crisis offi¬ 
cials also said that the Centers 
for Disease Control in At¬ 
lanta, Ga., will announce an 
expansion of the definition of 
AIDS in the next few months. 

According to Sweeny, that 
means the number of people 
infected with the HIV virus 
who will be defined as people 
with full-blown AIDS will go 


up by the thousands. The 
number of people who will 
qualify for state and federal 
assistance will skyrocket, 
wreaking havoc on the state’s 
already inadequate Medicaid 
and assistance programs, he 
said. 

Cuomo and the Legislature 
have proposed cuts of more 
than $1 billion in Medicaid 
for the fiscal year starting 
April 1. 

With 40,000 people in the 
state with AIDS and an 
estimated 400,000 more in¬ 
fected with HIV, New York has 
the highest number of AIDS 
cases. 

In its report, the Health 
Crisis proposed what it called 
an “AIDS battle plan” to in¬ 
crease housing, health care 
and insurance access for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and HIV. The 
report also said the state 
should launch AIDS educa¬ 
tion campaigns in schools and 
make condoms available to 
students. 

“We’ll be listening for the 
governor to challenge all the 
presidential candidates — in¬ 
cluding the incumbents — to 
spell out how they will im¬ 
prove the dismal federal re¬ 
sponse to AIDS,” Sweeny 
said. ▼

Gay Activists: Treat Prisoners Fairly 

CINCINNATI (UPI) — Gay rights activists want Hamilton 
County commissioners to make sure gays and people with 
AIDS are treated fairly in the county jail. But commission¬ 
ers said Jan. 2 the situation is out of their hands. Carol 
Lippmann of the AIDS Coalition To Unleash Power told 
commissioners the recent case of AIDS patient Steven 
O’Banion shows there’s a need for tighter controls at the 
jail. O’Banion alleged that sheriffs deputies beat him last 
September. He was later found guilty of three misde¬ 
meanor assault charges for spitting on two corrections offi¬ 
cers and a nurse. Attempted murder charges, based on the 
concept of his saliva as a deadly weapon, were dropped. 
“Prisoners, just because of their status as AIDS patients, or 
as gays and lesbians, should not be stripped of their rights,” 
Lippmann said. Commission President Steven Chabot said 
the commissioners only have control of Sheriff Simon 
Leis’ budget and not the way he runs the jail. Leis did not 
attend the Jan. 2 commission meeting, and sheriffs 
spokesman Frank Weikel says there will be no comment 
until an FBI investigation of O’Banion’s treatment at the jail 
is completed. Lippmann said the county should appoint a 
“human rights commission” of citizens to monitor and in¬ 
vestigate complaints of unfair treatment at the jail. 

Anti-Gay Judge Seeking Higher Post 

DALLAS (UPI) — A Dallas judge who was censured in 1989 
for referring to two murder victims as “queers” is setting 
his sights higher. State District Judge Jack Hampton filed 
Jan.2 as a candidate in the Republican primary election for 
a post on the Dallas Court of Appeals. He has no opposition 
in the primary, but will be opposed by Democrat Barbara 
E. Rosenberg in the general election. Gay and human rights 
groups sought Hampton’s removal after a 1988 interview 
with the Dallas Times Herald in which he said he gave a 
convicted murderer a sentence of only 30 years because the 
victims were “queers cruising the streets.” Hampton later 
apologized for a “poor choice of words.” He was censured 
by the Texas Commission on Judicial Conduct. In 1990, he 
was re-elected to his current judicial post. 

Poll: Magic Johnson's HIV a Top Story 

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — In a recent poll, adult consumers 
rated the news conference at which Magic Johnson said he 
was HIV positive as one of the top 20 events of the past 
year. The Sony Corp.’s new “V Moments of the Year Poll” 

(the “V” refers to videotape), conducted by the Gallup orga¬ 
nization, asked 1,000 adult consumers nationwide to identi¬ 
fy the most memorable news coverage, scheduled program¬ 
ming or sporting events of the past year and name those 
they would like to have preserved on videotape. The big 
winner was coverage of the Gulf War. Second in the poll 
was the World Series between the Minnesota Twins and 
the Atlanta Braves. No. 3 was the Supreme Court hearings 
of nominee Clarence Thomas vs. Anita Hill’s charges of sex¬ 
ual harassment. Magic Johnson’s news conference was 
among the unranked bottom 12 events. Sony’s purpose for 
the poll, of course, was to sell more of its videotapes. 

Ryan White Memorial Damaged 

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Authorities were trying to deter¬ 
mine how a part of a wall was smashed in a downtown 
plaza dedicated to the memory of Ryan White, the teen-ager 
whose battle against AIDS attracted national interest. The 
damage to a five-foot section of the brick wall was discov¬ 
ered Dec. 30. Investigators said it’s possible a car struck the 
wall. However, vandalism was not ruled out. White’s grave 
in Cicero has been vandalized several times. White died 
nearly two years ago of complications related to AIDS, 
which he contracted from tainted blood. The plaza was 
built with a donation of $55,000 from Ford Motor Co.’s Indi¬ 
anapolis plant. It includes 41 trees — one for each president 
of the United States. The plaza was dedicated last April. A 
year earlier, President Bush visited the site to plant a tree. 

Teens Face High AIDS Risk 

ATLANTA (UPI) — More than half of American high school 
students have had sexual intercourse, nearly 40 percent are 
sexually active, and most don’t use condoms, a federal sur¬ 
vey revealed Dec. 27. The sexual behavior of teen-agers rep¬ 
resents “a major public health crisis in the United States,” 
Lloyd J. Kolbe, director of the division of adolescent and 
school health for the Centers for Disease Control, said. 

“We’re concerned about the extent to which teen-agers are 
becoming vulnerable to HIV” The sexual activity of high 
school students, Kolbe said, results in more than 1 million 
unintended pregnancies each year and causes about 3 mil¬ 
lion cases of sexually transmitted diseases. “Male students 
were significantly more likely than female students to ever 
have had sexual intercourse and to have had sexual inter¬ 
course during the three months preceding the survey,” the 
CDC said. More than 72 percent of African-American stu¬ 
dents (72.3) said they had had sexual intercourse, compared 
to 51.5 percent for whites and 53.4 percent for Hispanics. 
Among currently sexually active students, only 49.4 percent 
of male students and 40 percent of female students reported 
that they or their partner used a condom during last sexual 
intercourse. Four percent of the students reported having 
had a sexually transmitted disease, with African Americans 
leading whites and Hispanics in that category.

Chicago Gay Liaison Resigns

CHICAGO — The adminis¬ 
tration of Mayor Richard Da¬ 
ley is negotiating with may- 
oral gay/lesbian liaison Nancy 
Reiff in the hope that she will 
withdraw her Dec. 23 resigna¬ 
tion letter, which was to be 
effective Jan. 1. 

“They’re in negotiations 
with her now,” mayoral Press 
Secretary Avis Lavelle said 
during the week of Dec. 30. 
“We’re hopeful she’ll stay. 
They’re discussing the issues 
she raised in her letter.” 

Reiffs resignation letter 
has not been released, but, ac¬ 
cording to sources, she de¬ 
tailed and affirmed all the 
many complaints about the 
administration that various 
lesbian and gay activists have 
cited. Reiff is not talking to 
reporters. 

Activists have complained 
about: 

— Daley skipping the gay 
pride parade because, he said, 
he had decided to spend Sun¬ 
days with his family. Parade 
organizers learned Daley had 
cancelled his appearance after 
reading about it in the news¬ 
paper a day before the pa¬ 
rade. 

— Daley missing the AIDS 
Walk for the same reason. He 
also cancelled an appearance 
at an AIDS Walk press event, 
at the last minute, after Reiff 
told him AIDS activists in¬ 
tended to disrupt the event. 

— The administration’s de¬ 
cision to move Reiff out of 
the Mayor’s Office and into 
the Health Department effec¬ 
tive Jan. 1. Activists said this

would reduce Reiffs ability 
to influence administration ac¬ 
tion on gay issues. 

— The administration’s fail¬ 
ure to appoint a new full-time 
director for the Commission 
on Human Relations’ (CHR) 
Advisory Council on Gay and 
Lesbian Issues (ACGLI). The 
position has been vacant since 
last June. 

— Daley’s failure to select a 
replacement for ACGLI chair 
John Balester, who has re¬ 
signed. 

— The administration’s 
slow movement on the ap¬ 
pointments of seven new 
ACGLI members who have 
been selected by ACGLI and 
CHR to fill some of the coun¬ 
cil’s 12 vacancies. 

— Daley’s failure, with few 
exceptions, to appoint open 
gays and lesbians to city 


boards and commissions. 

— The city’s unwillingness 
to increase the budget for 
AIDS programs, which has 
been the same for four years 
and ranks near the bottom 
compared with other cities 
hard-hit by the epidemic. 

— The decision to bar the 
mainstream press from last 
June’s Gay and Lesbian Hall 
of Fame ceremony at City 
Hall. The ceremony was com¬ 
bined with Daley’s annual 
gay pride reception, and ad¬ 
ministration officials said pa¬ 
rade receptions are not rou¬ 
tinely open to the media. 

— Daley’s failure to meet 
regularly with gay leaders, 
Reiff, Balester or ACGLI. 

— And, in general, the ad¬ 
ministration’s reactionary 
rather than pro-active ap¬ 
proach to gay and lesbian 
concerns. ACGLI and most 
leading lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists have accused Daley of 
ignoring the community. 

“Many people believe that 
now that the election is over 
the administration is no 
longer interested in promot¬ 
ing the issues of the gay and 
lesbian community,” ACGLI 
wrote to the mayor Sept. 17, 
1991. 

ACGLI members said the 
community perceives Daley 
as insensitive, indifferent and 
deceiving. The community is 
frustrated and impatient, 
ACGLI wrote. 

As of deadline, Reiff was 
not talking to the press about 
her resignation or the fact 
that it has apparently been 
delayed. ^ 


Nursing Home Resident 
Charged With Sodomy

BALTIMORE — A 78-year- 
old male nursing home resi¬ 
dent accused of trying to sex¬ 
ually assault an 84-year-old 
man living at the same facili¬ 
ty is the first patient charged 
under Maryland’s “vulnerable 
adults” law, officials say. 

The state attorney gener¬ 
al’s office has obtained two in¬ 
dictments and filed charges 
against a third person for al¬ 
legedly abusing residents of 
three health care facilities, of¬ 
ficials with the Medicaid 
Fraud Control Unit said Dec. 
30. 

Officials said that while 
two of the cases involve em¬ 
ployees who allegedly at¬ 
tacked patients under their 
care, the third case charges 
the 78-year-old nursing home 
resident with trying to sexual¬ 
ly assault an older man who 
lived at the same home. 

Authorities said the indict¬ 
ment against Jack Davis, a 
resident of the Northwest 
Nursing Home in the Pimlico 
area, marked the first time 
the attorney general’s office 
has prosecuted a patient un¬ 
der the 2-1/2-year- old statute 
that lists criminal penalties 


for people who abuse or ne¬ 
glect “vulnerable adults” in 
nursing homes, hospitals or 
other health care institutions. 

A Baltimore grand jury 
handed up an indictment ac¬ 
cusing Davis of trying to 
force an 84-year-old man who 
was mentally and physically 
helpless to submit to anal sex 
in September. 

A staff nurse stopped the 
alleged attempt, Gale Caplan, 
director of the attorney gener¬ 
al’s Medicaid fraud unit said. 

Davis is charged with in¬ 
tent to commit a sex offense 
in the second degree, a felony 
with a maximum penalty of 
15 years in prison; sodomy, 
punishable by up to 10 years’ 
confinement, and common 
law battery. 

While Caplan conceded 
that the prosecution of Davis 
was unusual, she said, “We 
prosecute every single case 
under our jurisdiction which 
we think we can prove.” 

Since the “vulnerable 
adults” statute went into ef¬ 
fect July 1, 1989, the attorney 
general has prosecuted two 
employees and a nursing 
home visitor for sex offenses, 
Caplan said. ▼ 
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AIDS Deaths Up 31% 
In 25-44 Age Group

WASHINGTON - Despite 
increased deaths due to homi¬ 
cides and AIDS, death rates 
for most age groups declined 
and life expectancy reached a 
record high of 75.3 years in 
1989, the last year for which 
statistics are available, the 
government reported Jan. 7. 

The 1989 life expectancy of 
75.3 was up from the 74.9 ex¬ 
pectancy rate in 1988. 

Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Dr. Louis Sul¬ 
livan said death rates for 10 
of the 15 leading causes of 
death were down, but death 
rates for people between 25 
and 44 increased due to AIDS 
and homicides. 

For Americans between 25 
and 44, there was a 31 percent 
increase in deaths from 
AIDS. The homicide rate in 
that age category rose from 
13.7 percent in 1988 to 13.9 
percent in 1989. 

“Overall we continue to 
see improvement in those ar¬ 
eas which account for the 
greatest proportion of mortal¬ 
ity in our country. But, at the 
same time, we are feeling the 
growing impact of AIDS and 
of violence, and they are hit¬ 
ting hardest at people in their 
most productive years,” Sulli¬ 
van said. 

Deaths from heart disease 
and stroke continued their 
downward trend. Deaths 
from atherosclerosis, sep¬ 


ticemia and kidney disease 
also declined. 

Suicides were down, as 
was the death rate from acci¬ 
dents, flu and pneumonia, 
chronic liver disease and cer¬ 
tain perinatal conditions. 

AIDS was the 11th leading 
cause of death overall, up by 
32 percent. 

Deaths due to diabetes and 
homicides increased. Diabetes 
was the seventh leading cause 
of death; homicides were the 
10th. 

Cancer remained the sec¬ 
ond leading cause of death, 
and the death rate increased 
slightly. 

Life expectancy at birth in¬ 
creased to 75.3 years, howev¬ 
er life expectancy among 
blacks was unchanged. Black 
Americans had age-adjusted 
death rates 60 percent higher 
for whites. The homicide 
death rate was nearly seven 
times higher for blacks than 
whites, the government re¬ 
port said. 

However, death rates from 
suicide and chronic lung dis¬ 
ease were lower for blacks 
than whites. 

The government re¬ 
searchers also noted that the 
infant death rate went down 
in 1989 to 9.8 deaths per 1,000 
live births. It was 10 per 1,000 
live births in 1988. However, 
there was no reduction in the 
infant death rate among 
blacks. ▼

Yukon Mining Co. owner 
Pete Petrou said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. Hall 
worked at the Yukon as a 
waiter for two years before 
going to work for the movie 
studios as a set builder. 

“He was not that kind of 
person. He was a very good 
fellow,” Petrou said. 

Beau Hammitt worked 
with Hall at the Yukon. 
Hammitt and his lover often 
went out with Hall and 
Hufeld. 

“They seemed to have a 
great relationship,” Hammitt 
said. “They had their prob¬ 
lems like everybody else. But 
they seemed to have a long- 
lasting relationship. They 
thought it was going to 
work.” 

Even Hufeld’s AIDS diag¬ 
nosis was apparently not a 
problem since Hall knew 
about the diagnosis from the 
beginning of the relationship, 
according to friends. 

In fact, said one friend, 
Hall and Hufeld had an agree¬ 
ment that Hall would assist 
Hufeld in suicide should 
Hufeld’s health deteriorate 


into unacceptable pain. But 
until then the pair was com¬ 
mitted to life and each other. 

Though his health was still 
good, Hufeld quit work as an 
aerospace office manager six 
months ago, telling a friend, 
“I’m going to enjoy life for as 
long as it lasts.” Hufeld took 
great pleasure in tending to 
his flowers, said an admiring 
neighbor. 

The shocking murder story 
started unfolding on Jan. 2 
when police received an 
anonymous call at 1 a.m. 
about a problem at the cou¬ 
ple’s residence. Homicide 
detectives arrived at 3:30 
a.m., sealed off the area, se¬ 
cured search warrants, and 
discovered Hufeld’s body 
wrapped in plastic blankets 
and rope hidden away in the 
closet of a back bedroom. 

Detective Berndt says that 
at 8:30 a.m. Hall made “a full 
statement” and “confessed 
that he had murdered the per¬ 
son we found.” 

The coroner’s report indi¬ 
cated Hufeld died from “blunt 
force trauma,” though exact 
time of death has yet to be 
determined because of the 
condition of the body. 

District attorney spokes¬ 
person Sandi Gibbons says 
Hufeld was “apparently blud¬ 
geoned to death,” probably 


with a lead weight sometime 
between Dec. 14 and Dec. 30. 

Police suspect that the ar¬ 
gument, which apparently 
sparked the murder, occurred 
around Dec 20. 

The detective confirmed 
persistent rumors that Hall 
had a serious problem with 
abuse of the drug crystal 
methadrine, though, she says, 
Hall was “not under the influ¬ 
ence” when he was ques¬ 
tioned. No drugs or para¬ 
phernalia were found at the 
scene. 

Berndt denied rumors that 
a foul-smelling odor from the 
apartment prompted the 
anonymous call. 

“That would insinuate that 
a neighbor called and we 
don’t want to make that insin¬ 
uation,” she said, though she 
noted that the dead body, 
which was stored in the closet 
for about two weeks, did 
cause an odor. 

Norman Lon Hall will be 
arraigned for murder Jan. 16. 

His case will be handled 
by the Public Defender’s Of¬ 
fice, which points out that 
Hall’s confession may not be 
admissible as evidence. Hall 
is currently being held in 
county jail without bail. ▼

ing practices were not as tight 
as they needed to be,” Burns 
said. 

The findings were released 
in a letter to Thomas Silk of 
Silk, Adler and Colvin, coun¬ 
sel for the non-profit organiza¬ 
tion. 

Schwartz also said that the 
audit was able to locate 
records and account for in¬ 
come and expenditures for 
the year 1985. 

However, Schwartz told 
the B.A.R. that the Attorney 
General’s Office was “unable 
to locate records of cash dona¬ 
tions for the time period 1986- 
87 or sufficient records to ac¬ 
count for funds raised or ex¬ 
pended.” 

A central allegation made 
by Zaretsky was that the 
agency had no records of cash 
raised during fundraisers in 
gay bars and other venues for 
the time period. 

“When you’re talking 
about community fundraisers 
in gay bars, there’s really no 
chain of custody for the 
funds. Nobody knows how 
much (was raised) and Open 
Hand had insufficient records 
for us to determine with any 
degree of certainty what hap¬ 
pened to those donations. We 
can’t find the records. How 
should I put it graciously? I 
think it was unsophisticated 
record-keeping,” Schwartz 
said. 

Schwartz noted that Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand underwent an 
audit for the period by an in¬ 
dependent CPA and that a re¬ 
view of the agency’s minutes 
indicated that the audits re¬ 
vealed no financial irregular¬ 
ities and said that because the 
individual is now deceased 
his office is unable to “fully 
resolve the issue.” 

“It is claimed by Project 
Open Hand that all such cash 
income was expended in cash 
to purchase food during this 
time period. There is no evi¬ 
dence that this is not true, but 
adequate financial records 
were not located to support 
the claim,” he said. 

Last February, Zaretsky 
told the B.A.R. that in the

spring of 1988 he discovered 
that Open Hand did not have 
fundraising records, and that 
after he aired the claims be¬ 
fore the agency’s board and 
asked for a re-audit of the 
agency, he and the accountant 
were voted off the board. 

Schwartz said that because 
Zaretsky’s allegations were 
several years old, it took the 
Attorney General’s Office a 
year to complete the audit. 

The audit found no evi¬ 
dence of any illegal expendi¬ 
ture of funds or inurement to 
officers and/or directors. 

“We must note that the 
lack of accountability for cash 
receipts and expenditures 
raises the potential for abuse 
in this area. Nonetheless, an 
exhaustive inquiry did not 
yield any evidence to confirm 
the diversion of any material 
sums of Project Open Hand 
money for the private bene¬ 
fits of individuals,” the report 
noted. 

Concerns about “compen¬ 
sation levels of certain em¬ 
ployees, based on changes in 
job responsibilities and 
whether they were actively 
working on the charity’s af¬ 
fairs ... have now also been re¬ 
solved,” Schwartz said in his 
letter of findings. 

The attorney general ob¬ 
jected to Brinker receiving 
the same salary as current Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Burns when 
she had less responsibilities. 

Brinker received $60,500 a 
year until she took a leave of 
absence from the agency dur¬ 


ing the investigation. 

According to Burns, after 
she took the leave the board 
of directors also decided that 
it no longer wanted to have 
people who were employed 
by the agency serving on the 
board, and Brinker voluntari¬ 
ly stepped down. 

The board offered Brinker 
a reduced salary for her posi¬ 
tion but, Burns said, she de¬ 
clined to accept it and sev¬ 
ered her ties with the agency. 

Burns said that strict cash 
controls have been in place 
within the agency since 1989 
and that there is no potential 
for abuse. 

“I want all of our volun¬ 
teers and staff and financial 
contributors who stood by us 
to know how gratified we are. 
Their support meant that we 
were able to do business as 
usual in an unusual year. It’s 
been a year of changes,” 
Burns said. 

“It’s been a slow process. 
We accomplished as much as 
we could accomplish under 
the circumstances. It’s almost 
like a plea bargain. They 
agreed to clean up the organi¬ 
zation to avoid litigation,” 
Zaretsky said of the attorney 
general’s audit. “This was not 
a matter of one individual’s 
complaints. The issue goes to 
the heart of the work that all 
AIDS charities are doing. 
How are agencies that serve 
our community — and the 
public good — accountable for 
their services? We must have 
the courage to monitor our in¬ 
stitutions.” 

“I absolutely agree with 
that,” Burns said in response 
to Zaretsky’s comments. “All 
of us have to be accountable. 
We have a responsibility to 
assure the community as a 
whole as well as individuals 
and contributors and anyone 
connected with the agency 
that things are being run 
well.” 

The agency, which has an 
estimated $5.2 million budget 
for the fiscal year, serves an 
estimated 2,000 meals a week 
to people with AIDS, and 
contracts meal services to city 
shelters. ▼

Moscow gays and lesbians 
have launched their own ra¬ 
dio show — something many 
U.S. cities don’t have yet.

For 
now, the program will appear 
monthly. 

Called “Without Complex¬ 
es,” the show is produced by 
Moscow gay activist Aleksan¬ 
dr Rene and Kevin Gardner, 
the Moscow-based employee 
of the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, which is headquar¬ 
tered in San Francisco. 

According to a press re¬ 
lease, “Without Complexes” 
“informs listeners about as¬ 
pects of lesbian and gay cul¬ 
ture, combats homophobia in 
Soviet society, and advocates 
a healthy lifestyle based on 
individual freedom and the 
right to love whom we choose.” 

The program also features 
safe-sex and AIDS-prevention 
information — Gardner’s pri¬ 
mary mission in Russia.

Although a small group of 
gay and lesbian activists has 
worked for years in the rela¬ 
tively liberal Yugoslav city of 
Ljubljana, only now has gay 
organizing begun in Belgrade, 
the capital. 

About 20 people formed 
the group Arkadia to fight for 
gay rights and foster gay and 
lesbian pride. 

The organization has been 
denied registration with the 
state — a requirement left 
from the East Bloc’s socialist 
days — and thus is unable to 
rent a meeting space. 

For now, Arkadia’s activi¬ 
ties are organized primarily 
through a half-hour weekly 
gay radio program on inde¬ 
pendent station B92.

In a communique to the In¬ 
ternational Lesbian and Gay 
Association this month, Arka¬ 
dia spokespersons Lepa Mlad- 
jenovic and Dejan Nebrigic 
declared their “total resis¬ 
tance against the war in Croa¬ 
tia” and charged that pacifists 
are being persecuted. 

“Both totalitarian regimes 
in Croatia and Serbia repress 
elementary human rights and 
liberties, including the right 
to life,” Mladjenovic and De¬ 
jan said. 

The “increase of legal fas¬ 
cism,” the spokespersons said, 
“means homosexuals, lesbians 
and bisexuals become even 
more the victims of extreme 
homophobia and repression — 
along with Jews and Gypsies. 
Active homophobia has in¬ 
creased, especially from the 
parties of the right.”

A San Francisco gay man 
who stood up for his rights 
halfway around the world is 
responsible for some changes 
in discriminatory housing 
policies at a YWCA in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Last year when Eddie Jay 
decided to attend the Mardi 
Gras celebration in Sydney, 
he booked a room at the 
YWCA residence. 

No big deal, or so Jay 
thought. He had stayed at the 
Melbourne YWCA on a previ¬ 
ous trip to Australia in 1983. 
But, he had a feeling he 
might be in for some trouble 
when he got a letter back 
from the Sydney YWCA. 

“I got a letter back saying 
that they had reserved a room 
for Ms. Eddie Jay. I thought, 
well, that looks kind of suspi¬ 
cious and that I had better 
have my travel agent check 
into it. I asked them to con¬ 
firm the reservation for me.” 

Jay’s concern was justified. 

“I got a letter back saying 
that the YWCA did not rent 


to single men, only to the hus¬ 
bands of wives living there or 
to male friends of women 
staying there,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Jay went to the Mardi 
Gras, but stayed at the Kirka- 
ton Hotel, a gay managed ho¬ 
tel very close to King’s Cross¬ 
ing, Sydney’s version of Cas¬ 
tro Street. 

“It was a very nice place,” 
he said. 

At the same time, he sent 
a letter to the regional Anti- 
Discrimination Board ex¬ 
pressing his concern about 
the discriminatory practices. 

A conciliation officer for 
the board investigated the in¬ 
cident and the agency decided 
to intervene on Jay’s behalf. 

“I note that the president 
of the Anti-Discrimination 
Board met with the chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the YWCA 
to discuss the issues involved. 
I understand the YWCA will 
now be accepting indepen¬ 
dent male guests, changing its 
floor accommodation accord¬ 
ingly,” Anne Schaill, a 
spokeswoman for the YWCA, 
told Jay in a letter. ▼

Bush

What was supposed to be 
just a ‘‘soft stop” or 
“sideshow” in Australia on 
President Bush’s 11-day Pacif¬ 
ic Rim tour ended in embar¬ 
rassing demonstrations Jan. 3. 
Police officials are terming 
the actions the most violent 
since the Vietnam War. 

One thousand protesters 
gathered in front of Mel¬ 
bourne’s World Congress 
Centre, where Bush was at¬ 
tending a farewell banquet. A 
coalition of groups was re¬ 
sponsible for the uproar. Cen¬ 
tral among them was ACT 
UP/Melbourne, which de¬ 
nounced Bush as a “serial 
killer.” 

‘‘Our government is 
unashamedly spending $5 mil¬ 
lion to host a man whose pol¬ 
itics are responsible for one 
American dying from AIDS 
every eight minutes. At the 
same time, our government 
tells us we do not have mon¬ 
ey to buy expensive AIDS . 
drugs to stop people from dy¬ 
ing,” an ACT UP spokesper¬ 
son said. 

Hundreds of demonstra¬ 
tors clashed with police for 
3V2 hours. Police used horses 
and batons to charge 50 
protesters who were blocking 
the street in front of the Cen¬ 
tre. Another 100 demonstra¬ 
tors successfully stormed the 
local offices of the Australian 
Parliament. Before police 
ejected them, they spray- 
painted slogans and threw 
documents to the crowd out¬ 
side. 

Commenting on the 
events, The Australian, a na¬ 
tional mainstream newspaper, 
rebuked ACT UP with the 
statement, “Legitimate criti¬ 
cisms may be made of the 
AIDS bureaucracy in the 
United States ... but to call 
the President a ‘serial killer’ 
is absurd and violates the 
principles of mutual respect 
and tolerance to which homo¬ 
sexuals appeal.” ▼

Paul Bentley, 
B.A.R. Co-Founder 


Paul Bentley, also known as 
Luscious Lorelei, the Czarina 
of the Miracle Mile (Folsom 
Street), died of complications 
due to cancer on Christmas 
Eve in San Francisco. He left 
a legacy of fun, camp, fundrais¬ 
ing and community service, 
having established himself as 
a living legend in San Francis¬ 
co’s gay community in the late 
1960s and 70s. 

Before he came to San Fran¬ 
cisco, Bentley lived in Los 
Angeles where he operated the 
Explorer bar on Melrose Ave., 
which catered to leather, biker 
and movie people. He later 
operated the leather/western 
Hayloft bar on Ventura Blvd. in 
the San Fernando Valley. 

In the mid 1960s Bentley 
came to San Francisco to 
operate the Ramrod bar on 
then-budding Folsom Street. 
During his tenure there, full- 
length movies were shown at 
least twice a week, anniversa¬ 
ry buttons became collector’s 
items and there were plenty of 
give-aways including color 
television sets and trips to 
Hawaii, Mexico and Las Vegas. 

Bentley became involved 
with the Tavern Guild of San 
Francisco and the Society for 
Individual Rights. He also 
became involved in the royal¬ 
ty scene. He began his “imper¬ 
sonation” of a drag queen as 
Luscious Lorelei — always 
with black knee-high engineer 
boots. His campy and hilarious 
campaign for Empress de San 
Francisco included lavish par¬ 
ties, campaign buttons, 
cocktail glasses, posters and 
banners. Although he lost that 
race to Jonni Valle, Bentley was 
later given the lifelong title of 
Czarina of the Miracle Mile by 
unanimous vote of the Tavern 
Guild. 

In 1971, Bentley joined with 
Bob Ross to form Benro Enter- 
prises and publish the Bay 



Area Reporter, which was at 
first a biweekly newspaper 
filled with gossip columns and 
local community news. Many 
writers owe their beginnings 
to the paper. 

Paul Bentley was one of the 
first to encourage the idea of 
electing an emperor for San 
Francisco, against much oppo¬ 
sition from the old guard. 

When the dance bar scene 
emerged in San Francisco, 
Bentley opened the N’Touch 
bar on Polk Street. It was an 
immediate success. He re¬ 
cruited some of the commu¬ 
nity’s favorite bartenders, in¬ 
cluding Mavis, Tacky Ruth and 
Wayne Friday. 

The fast pace of the night life 
eventually drove Bentley into a 
less hectic field. He opened a 
video rental and sales store on 
9th St. between Folsom and 
Howard. 

Paul had been a heavy 
smoker and in the late ’80s he 
was diagnosed with cancer. 

Many of his dresses, jewelry 
and other memorabilia were 
auctioned off for the AIDS 
Emergency Fund on Jan. 4 at 
Lily’s. Bentley will long be re¬ 
membered by the San Francis¬ 
co drag community, Imperial 
Family and leather commu¬ 
nity. 

Bentley requested no 
memorial service. ▼ 


Anne Belisle Daley 
1907-Jan. 1,1992 


Anne Belisle Daley, long¬ 
time activist in humanitarian 
causes and Democratic poli¬ 
tics, died Jan. 1 at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in San Francisco. She 
was 84. Noted for her vigor and 
wide-ranging commitments, 
Daley had retired only four 
years earlier from her post as 
executive director of the Vic¬ 
tim/Witness Assistance Pro¬ 
gram of the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s Office. 

Daley was born in Law¬ 
rence, Mass., in 1907. She 
began making a mark in Cali¬ 
fornia politics and civil rights 
after moving here in 1942 with 
her husband, James Alan 
Daley. 

In Fresno, where the Daleys 
lived with their four sons from 
1949 to 1964, Daley served on 
several Demomcratic Party 
committees. 

After moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1964, Daley plunged 
into Bay Area political and 
humanitarian concerns. She 
continued her work for the 
Democratic Party by founding 
and serving on several commit¬ 
tees and clubs. 

Mrs. Daley also became a 
leading champion of gay rights 
in San Francisco. In keeping 
with her broad libertarian 



bent, Mrs. Daley was also a 
backer of C.O.Y.O.T.E., a group 
seeking the legalization of 
prostitution. 

After the death of her hus¬ 
band in 1966, Mrs. Daley ac¬ 
cepted her first salaried polit¬ 
ical appointment as confiden¬ 
tial secretary to Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto. She re¬ 
mained to serve his successor, 
then moved to direct the Vic¬ 
tim/Witness Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. She continued her vol¬ 
unteer work apace throughout 
this period, until illness forced 
her retirement at age 80.

AmFAR Research Policies Debated

The Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
ported two weeks ago on 
widespread dissatisfaction 
with the course being taken 
by the American Foundation 
for AIDS Research. 

AmFAR, the largest AIDS 
philanthropy in the nation, 
was perceived as drifting in 
the wake of resignations last 
month by its chairman and 
executive director. 

The latter aroused particu¬ 
lar ire during his one-year 
term because of alleged at¬ 
tempts to “mainstream” Am¬ 
FAR — to ignore gay concerns 
and present a sanitized ver¬ 
sion of the epidemic that ap¬ 
pealed to middle-America’s 
purse strings. 

It is probably more accu¬ 
rate to depict AmFAR’s posi¬ 
tion as conservative and cau¬ 
tious, rather than “drifting” or 
consciously ignoring gay sen¬ 
sitivities. Its policies reflect 
the straight liberal establish¬ 


ment dominating its board. 
This seems particularly clear 
in the area of AIDS research 
— AmFAR’s core activity. 

Research Goals 

AmFAR is small as nation¬ 
al charities go, with a budget 
of only about $15 million a

year. Since 1985 it has dis¬ 
tributed $39 million to more 
than 620 research projects. 
This sum is dwarfed by gov¬ 
ernment funding for AIDS re¬ 
search, about $1 billion per 
year. AmFAR might yet 
make a visible impact with its 
money, but the organization’s 
research efforts have been 
dismissed as merely a “pale 
shadow” of the government 
program. 

“AmFAR’s research got off 
on a wrong foot. The group 
bought into the mainstream 
trap of dismissing everyone 


with AIDS as about to die, 
and AmFAR’s research has 
been aimed at holes left in ba¬ 
sic research,” one respected 
analyst who asked not to be 
named said. 

AmFAR’s president, 
Mervyn Silverman, restates 
the situation, casting it in a 
different light. 

“AmFAR is a research cat¬ 
alyst,” Silverman told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Investigators 
get seed money for new pro¬ 
jects from AmFAR, and they 
can then go on to get funding 
from other sources. Our $39 
million has been multiplied 
27 times by further money 
from the National Institutes 
of Health.” 

Silverman claimed that 
AmFAR focused on ignored 
research. But a perusal of Am¬ 
FAR’s latest research grant 
summary reveals funding for 
many new projects in stan¬ 
dard basic research, with a 
special emphasis in pediatric

NEW YORK - A Queens 
mother said a Manhattan hos¬ 
pital diagnosed her as having 
AIDS six years ago but that a 
doctor told her the diagnosis 
was a mistake, so she took no 
precautions against infecting 
others. 

Magdelana Ribakoff said 
Jan. 6 that two years later she 
became sick again and a year 
later her husband and son, 
now 7, tested positive for the 
HIV virus. 

Flanked by members of 
the New York Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis, Ribakoff said 
doctors at Lenox Hill Hospi¬ 
tal in Manhattan determined 
that she had AIDS in 1986 
but that a hematologist told 
her the diagnosis was wrong. 

Ribakoff, born in Sweden 
and raised in the Bronx, said 
she thought she had pneumo¬ 
nia and took no precautions 
to avoid infecting her hus¬ 
band with HIV after leaving 
the hospital. 

“We didn’t know we 
should use a condom. We 


were told nothing,”-she said. 
“We didn’t know there were 
risks. We were in the dark, 
completely in the dark.” 

Officials at Lenox Hill 
Hospital had no immediate 
comment on Ribakoff’s 
claims. 

Ribakoff and others with 
AIDS joined GMHC mem¬ 
bers at news conferences at 
the group’s New York head¬ 
quarters and in Albany to re¬ 
lease a report rapping Gov. 
Mario Cuomo for what they 
called his inadequate re¬ 
sponse to New York's AIDS 
crisis. 

With 40,000 people in the 
state with AIDS and an esti¬ 
mated 400,000 more infected 
with HIV, New York has the 
highest AIDS caseload of any 
state. 

David Hansell, GMHC di¬ 
rector for policy, said if state 
legislators look away from 
the crisis, “the cracks in (the 
social service) system will 
continue to widen into 
canyons.” 

Ribakoff said she was 


Texas AIDS Cases Up 25% 


AUSTIN, Texas (UPI) - 
The number of reported 
AIDS cases in the state 
jumped 25 percent in 1991, 
keeping Texas fourth in the 
nation in the number of 
AIDS cases, Texas Depart¬ 
ment of Health said. 

The disease developed in 
about 3,000 Texans last year, 
raising to more than 14,500 
the number of cases since re¬ 
porting began in 1983, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Acting Health Commis¬ 
sioner Robert McLean said 
that 73,000 other Texans are 
infected with HIV, and that 
“most of them don’t know it.” 

Of the Texans who have 
contracted the disease, 65 per¬ 
cent have died. 

“In lieu of a vaccine, this 
(news) conference today is 
about the best prevention 
method that we have at our 
disposal today, and that is in¬ 


formation and education,” 
McLean said. 

Three new television ads 
aimed at adult heterosexuals 
who are sexually active begin 
running on Texas stations 
this week. They will be 
broadcast free of charge and 
at the stations’ discretion. 

State officials said that of 
the 3,000 new AIDS victims, 
two-thirds were infected 
through male homosexual re¬ 
lations; 11 percent through in¬ 
travenous drug use; 9 percent 
through homosexual contact 
and drug use; 3 percent 
through heterosexual contact; 
and less than 1 percent 
through tainted blood ac¬ 
quired in treatment for 
hemophilia and other transfu¬ 
sions. 

New York tops the list in 
number of cases, followed by 
California and Florida. ▼ 


“devastated” upon learning in 
1989 that her son was infect¬ 
ed, but added that he has 
shown no signs of having 
AIDS, nor was he aware that 
he too may develop the dis¬ 
ease. 

“It’s not in his reality,” she 
said. “We give him as much 
information as he can handle, 
but we don’t want him to lose 
his hope. He feels and looks 
normal. He is normal, except 
for his blood test.” 

She added, “It’s important 
to me that AIDS is no longer 
a dirty word. It’s important 
that I’m no longer afraid for 
my son. I’m afraid of what 
other parents might do if they 
learn my child is infected, 
such as forbidding their chil¬ 
dren to play with him when 
there’s no risk. That would 
break my heart.” 

Ribakoff said she doesn’t 
know how she got the dis¬ 
ease, saying that she was ex¬ 
posed to several “risk factors” 
earlier in her life. It was also 
not known how her husband 
or son were exposed to the 
virus, she said. 

“It’s waste of energy to try 
and figure how you got it or 
who gave it to you. You need 
all your energy just to live 
life,” she said. 

“But it’s not just gay men 
and women getting this dis¬ 
ease. It’s children too. It exists 
and we can’t keep turning our 
backs on the rest of the 
world.” ▼

not because he is gay. Buttino 
said that when he realized that 
he was officially being investi¬ 
gated, he informed the agency 
he is homosexual. Buttino was 
a highly commended counter¬ 
intelligence and organized- 
crime expert with a top securi¬ 
ty clearance. 

A flap involving political 
manipulation by operatives for 
Mayor Art Agnos surfaced 
when the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
was invited to speak at a rally 
sponsored by Community 
United Against Violence. The 
rally was widely viewed as an 
opportunity to link Jackson’s 
name with Mayor Agnos, the 
only politician initially invited 
to the rally, which was spon¬ 
sored by his Friends of Art 
Agnos group. After protests, 
other mayoral candidates ap¬ 
peared at the event, but the 
CUAV’s reputation had been 
tarnished. Executive Director 
Barbara Cameron, who en¬ 
dorsed Agnos, and Agnos liai¬ 
son to the gay community Joe 
Van Es-Ballestreros, who 
worked at CUAV, were 
severely criticized for their 
roles in the affair. 

California State Police be¬ 
gan arresting local activists for 
their roles in the Sept. 30 riot 
at the old State Building. John 
Backstrom, 24, was arrested at 
his Oakland residence, and a 
warrant was issued for 
Michael Haynes, 24. Back¬ 
strom was charged with felony 
arson and Haynes with felony 
assault with a deadly weapon 
on a police officer. 

More than 7,000 lesbians 


and gay men rallied Oct. 11 in 
Sacramento to protest Gov. 
Wilson’s veto of AB 101. Four 
demonstrators were arrested 
in the protest, which was held 
on National Coming Out Day. 
Activists from around Califor¬ 
nia attended the protest, in¬ 
cluding a contingent from San 
Francisco who went on buses 
sponsored by mayoral candi¬ 
date Richard Hongisto. 

A San Jose School District 
dumped the Boy Scouts be¬ 
cause it discriminated against 
gays, women and atheists in 
its programs. 

Lesbian and gay activists 
protested the appearance of 
Gov. Pete Wilson at the SF 
Hilton on Oct. 16. Wilson was 
appearing before the Califor¬ 
nia League of Cities. 

An organization of gay for¬ 
mer Boy Scouts formed to 
challenge and abolish anti-gay 
restrictions in the Boy Scouts 
of America. 

A freelance writer and two 
members of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Club were among the seven 
people who voluntarily surren¬ 
dered at the Hall of Justice on 
felony and misdemeanor 
charges stemming from the 
Sept. 30 AB 101 riot. Alan 
David Kalbrofsky, 26, a for¬ 
mer writer for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Sentinel, was arrested 
and booked on felony arson 
charges and released on $5,000 
bail. Peter Altman, 32, and 
Ken Bukowsky, 39, were ar¬ 
rested and charged with felony 
vandalism. Bukowsky was also 
charged with misdemeanor as¬ 
sault on a police officer. Also 
charged and surrendering to 
authorities were Megan Teiss- 
ing (better known as Peggy 
Sue), 21; David McCleve, 20; 
Fernando Aguayo, 26; and 


James Kerley, 40. 

Lea Militello, Police De¬ 
partment liaison to the gay 
and lesbian community, was 
under attack for identifying 
the individuals during a joint 
investigation by the California 
State Police, the state fire mar¬ 
shal and the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department. Activists 
called for Militello’s resigna¬ 
tion as liaison, and so did the 
Bay Area Reporter in an edito¬ 
rial. Chief Willis Casey said 
that Militello was doing an 
outstanding job and that her 
identifications were part of her 
role as a police officer. He re¬ 
fused to replace her. 

Gov. Wilson vetoed AB 
1075, a measure that would 
have required all police offi¬ 
cers in California to receive 
sensitivity training about gay 
and lesbian lifestyles. 

The suicide of a man living 
at Peter Claver Community, a 
facility for homeless people 
with AIDS, raised further 
questions about the operation 
of the facility by Catholic 
Charities. The man, an alco¬ 


holic with a history of suicide 
attempts, had been expelled 
from the site with no assis¬ 
tance in relocating. 

The state Court of Appeal 
in San Francisco ruled that 
state law forbids private em¬ 
ployers, including small busi¬ 
nesses and religious groups, 
from discriminating on the ba¬ 
sis of sexual orientation. 

District Attorney Arlo 
Smith announced that employ¬ 
ers who discriminate on the 
basis of sexual orientation 
would be vigorously prosecut¬ 
ed under state labor laws that 
forbid such practices. 

The Bay Area Reporter en¬ 
dorsed Richard Hongisto for 
mayor. 

About 300 lesbian and gay 
activists protested outside the 
Sheraton Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco where Gov. Wilson 
was appearing at a fundraiser. 

A gay couple saved their 
uncle’s home during the disas¬ 
trous Oakland Hills firestorm. 
Rich Gerrits and Antonio 
Leony worked alone with a 
garden hose for two hours to 



keep the flames at bay until 
firefighters arrived at the 
scene. Their uncle was travel¬ 
ing in New Zealand. 

A ground-breaking study of 
substance abuse among les¬ 
bians and gay men revealed a 
higher incidence of alcohol 
and drug abuse than in the 
general population. The study 
also revealed that no treat¬ 
ment services are geared to¬ 
ward lesbians. 

November 

Mayoral candidates Art Ag¬ 
nos and Frank Jordan were set 
for a runoff following the Nov. 
5 general election. A runoff 
was scheduled for Dec. 10. San 
Francisco voters also over¬ 
whelmingly voted to keep the 
domestic partners ordinance. 

Concord voters approved 
Measure M, which repealed 
laws that prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation in that city. The mea¬ 
sure passed 11,490 to 11,384. 
Gil Block, also known as Sadie 
Sadie the Rabbi Lady, re¬ 
ceived only 1,178 votes in his 
bid for a seat on the Concord 
City Council. 

A gay Republican who con¬ 
tributed $2,000 to Gov. Wil¬ 
son’s re-election campaign on 
the basis of his support for gay 
rights demanded and received 
a refund of his contribution. 

Project Open Hand de¬ 
clined the offer of a local Boy 
Scout troop to volunteer its 
services to the AIDS group. 
The Scouts wanted to deliver 
food dressed in uniforms and 
the agency that provides meal 
services for people with AIDS 
said it might distress gay 
clients. 

Someone stole all the 
walkie-talkies out of the back 
(Continued on page 23) 
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seat of a security manager’s 
truck after the Folsom Street 
Fair.' One third of the $90,000 
raised during the event, which 
was earmarked for AIDS char¬ 
ities, would be used to replace 
the equipment that was stolen 
from the truck’s cab. 

Amelia’s, the city’s last les¬ 
bian bar, closed after 13 years 
of operation. 

The Galleon, a popular gay 
restaurant and bar, was placed 
in receivership one year after 
owner Jerry Coletti was 
slapped with a lawsuit alleging 
that he embezzled $2.5 million 
in funds from accounts he 
managed while he was a con¬ 
troller for a property manage¬ 
ment company. 

Basketball superstar Magic 
Johnson announced that he 
was retiring from the LA Lak¬ 
ers after contracting HIV infec¬ 
tion from unsafe heterosexual 
sex. 

Shortly before Johnson’s an¬ 
nouncement, the National 
Task Force on AIDS Preven¬ 
tion, a group that focuses on 
African Americans and Lati¬ 
nos, received word that it was 
losing its half of the $500,000 it 
received annually to provide 
services to minority communi¬ 
ties. 

Gay former FBI agent 
Frank Buttino filed a class ac¬ 
tion suit in U.S. District Court 
on behalf of all lesbians and 
gays who had been discrimi¬ 
nated against in employment 
by the FBI. 

Presidential hopeful Sen. 
Bob Kerrey, D-Nebr., was crit¬ 
icized in San Francisco for 
telling a crude, off-color les¬ 
bian joke at a political roast in 
New Hampshire the night be¬ 
fore. 

A recount of Measure M, 
the Concord initiative that re¬ 
pealed laws forbidding dis¬ 
crimination in housing and 
jobs on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation, revealed that the 
measure won by only 42 votes. 

A Contra Costa Superior 
Court judge blocked the imple¬ 
mentation of Measure M after 
the ACLU petitioned for a 
temporary injunction on the 
basis that the measure violated 
constitutional protections. 

December 

Health experts reported a 
sharp increase in the number 
of cases of hepatitis A among 
gay men and warned that the 
rise was due to oral-anal sex 
practices. 

ACT UP targeted state 
Sen. Quentin Kopp on World 
AIDS Day and held a march 
to his Sunset District home in 
protest over Kopp’s opposition 
to needle-exchange programs. 

About 1,000 people turned 
out for the 13th annual candle¬ 
light vigil mourning the assas¬ 
sinations of Sup..Harvey Milk 
and Mayor George Moscone. 
Many were critical that the 
event had been turned into an 
election event for Mayor Art 
Agnos. 

Mayor Art Agnos was de¬ 
feated in his bid for re-election 
as mayor by former San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Chief Frank Jor¬ 
dan. Jordan named three gay 
activists to his transition team, 
quashing fears that he would 
shut the gay community out 
during his administration. 
Thirty percent of the gay vote 
went to Jordan, pushing him 
over the top. 

A U.S. District Court judge 
ruled that the Navy could ban 
homosexuals from service be¬ 
cause of the threat of AIDS. 
The 83-year-old jurist had pre¬ 
viously referred to gays as “ho¬ 
mos.” Gay rights activists im¬ 
mediately criticized the ruling 
in the case of Joseph Steffan, 


who was forced out of the 
Navy when he acknowledged 
that he is gay during an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Queer Nation/San Francis¬ 
co had fizzled into a non-entity 
after a year and a half of in¬ 
tense activity. The group was 
criticized as being racist and 
sexist and mainly composed of 
white gay males. 

The San Francisco Examin¬ 
er refused and then accepted 
an ad campaign by the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
that was pro-sex and urged 
people to know their HIV sta¬ 
tus and practice safer sex. The 
ad feature.d a gay male couple 
and a heterosexual couple em¬ 
bracing. The ad showed too 
much cleavage on the woman, 
according to a spokesman for 
the Examiner. 

After years of bitter legal 
wrangling, the Minnesota 
Court of Appeals ended a dis¬ 
pute over the custody of 
Sharon Kowalski by ruling 
that she and Karen Thompson 
were a “family of affinity.” 
Thompson was granted 
guardianship. Kowalski suf¬ 
fered massive brain damage in 
a 1983 car accident that left 
her a quadriplegic. Kowalski’s 
father sought guardianship 
and refused to allow the cou¬ 
ple to see each other, claiming 
that Sharon was not a lesbian. 


Thompson later won some 
rights, and although Kowalski 
consistently said that she want¬ 
ed to live with Thompson, last 
year a Minneapolis judge de¬ 
cided to award custody to a 
friend of Kowalski’s. The 
Court of Appeals ruling was 
viewed as a victory for les¬ 
bians and gays and the dis¬ 


abled. 

Despite his widely quoted 
comment that he would not 
meet with ACT UP, Mayor- 
elect Frank Jordan did just 
that. Jordan also pledged that 
he would meet with the group 
once a month if necessary. He 
promised to seek activist input 
in forming commissions and to 


implement needle exchange 
even though he must declare a 
state of health emergency ev¬ 
ery week under state law to 
do so. 

Gil Block, also known as 
Sadie Sadie the Rabbi Lady, 
was facing misdemeanor 
charges for filing false infor¬ 
mation in his bid for the Con¬ 
cord City Council by stating 
that he was a resident of Con¬ 
cord when he actually lived in 
San Francisco. 

The director of the Office 
of Citizen Complaints ruled 
that the Oct. 6, 1989 police 
sweep of the Castro was prop¬ 
er conduct under rules and 
regulations of the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department. 

Chief of Police Willis Casey 
denied charges that a dossier 
of police records on Assessor 
Richard Hongisto was collect¬ 
ed during the mayoral race. 
Hongisto told the Bay Area 
Reporter that a policeman told 
him that spch a dossier was or¬ 
dered compiled. Outgoing 
Mayor Agnos also denied he 
ordered such an action. 

A 19-year-old was arrested 
in the pre-Christmas slaying of 
Joseph Mitchell, a Guerneville 
gay man. Mitchell was found 
staggering and bleeding near 
his car on Highway 116 in 
Sonoma County and died at 
the scene. T

D avid Cronenberg's version of William S. Bur¬ 
roughs' Naked Lunch is hilarious, startling, 
wholly original and profoundly disturbing. Fair¬ 
ly faithful to the novel (not that doing so is any 
guarantee of quality), Naked Lunch explores the kinky 
drug and sex underworld of the '50s lost generation — the 
arty junkies, the amorous adventures and the proto- 
hippiespunksters. 


And unlike the lightweight 
Barton Fink, a film that 
stalked somewhat similar ter¬ 
rain, Naked Lunch shapes 
and cradles its gargoyles with 
humor and affection. Its 
probes are wedded to an out¬ 
landish sci-fi text in which 
supposedly inanimate objects 
are endowed with wicked 
souls and are transformed 
physically into flaming crea¬ 
tures of a distinctly heinous 
nature. 

A tight-lipped, clipped Pe¬ 
ter (Robocop) Weller offers 
up a superb Burroughs imita¬ 
tion under the pseudonym of 
Bill Lee. Judy Davis is as fan¬ 
tastic and mesmerizing as 
ever in the dual roles of Joan 
Lee (a.k.a. Burroughs) and the 
surrogate Jane Bowles (Debra 
Winger, go back to Start). Ian 
Holm, an effete, white-linened 
expatriate in North Africa, is 


the Paul Bowles stand-in. Ju¬ 
lian Sands (Yves) limns a 
Swiss swish on the moody 
make. 

Fox's Turnaround 

For much of its defiantly 
non-narrative tack, I literally 
could not believe what I was 
seeing. This strange brew 
runs circles around more in¬ 
dependent, seemingly less 
conventional projects. That 
20th-Century Fox heralds in 
the upcoming hijinks with its 
logo and Alfred Newman fan¬ 
fare is a vicious turnaround 
from the days of Darryl 
Zanuck. 

Would the mogul Zanuck 
ever have stood for a line like 
“Mugwump jism is the best,” 
or for having the cast shoot 
up Raid and DDT (says one 
character, “I don’t need to

Technique and Tenacity Pay Off for ABT's Wes Chapman

L ast year, during American Ballet Theatre's annual visit to San Francisco, man 
ballet fans (including this writer) made a special pilgrimage to the War Memo 
rial Opera House to see Wes Chapman, age 27, dance Franz in a matinee perfi 
mance of Coppelia. Our motives were pure: we sought neither reduced ticket pric 
nor a quick exit before dark. We knew something good was about to happen. 


Traditionally, ballet man¬ 
agement reserves matinee 
performances for the casting 
of less experienced, less ap¬ 
pealing principal dancers. But 
perhaps, the balletomanes 
gossiped, amid the jumble of 
ABT’s administrative and fis¬ 
cal crises, there had been a 
lapse of artistic judgment. 
Perhaps Jane Hermann, the 


company’s new director, 
wasn’t able to see Chapman 
emerging as one of ABT’s 
most meticulous stylists—and 
a charmingly exuberant, zest¬ 
ful dancer. 

Whatever the case may 
have been, there’s definitely a 
new artistic order at Ameri¬ 
ca’s most venerable ballet 
institution. On Jan. 14, the 


opening night of ABT’s c

THE GAY QUANTAM 
LEAP' EPISODE will air 
Jan. 15 at 10 p.m. on NBC. 
This is the show that had 
GLAAD/LA applauding the 
network for stepping back 
from the original script, 
about a suicidal gay teen. 
NBC was said to have 
warned the Quantam Leap 
producers that they would 
have to make up any lost ad 
revenue from the show. Ac¬ 
cording to GLAAD/LA’s 
Richard Jennings, after 
meeting with the producers, 
the latter made “significant” 
changes to the initial script, 
in which, Jennings said, 
“verbal and physical bash¬ 
ings were never” rebutted. 
The media activist told 
OUT THERE Jan. 6 that 
he’s “seen what purports to 
be the revised, final shoot¬ 
ing script and if that’s what 
they shot, it’s fabulous. It’s 
much more gay positive 
than the original.” This 
would appear to be a text¬ 
book example of construc¬ 
tive, non-censoring input by 
gay media activists. If so, 
congratulations to 
GLAAD/LA for going to bat 
for us and to the producers 
and NBC for agreeing to a 
dialogue about the script. 

HOW TO PLAY A LES¬ 
BIAN: “Too many times 
homosexual love scenes in 
film or theatre are done in 
safe, unrealistic ways,” de¬ 
clares Sharon Stone, star of 
the upcoming Basic Instinct 
in a January Movieline in¬ 
terview. “I wanted a scene 
that wasn’t some sick male 
fantasy,” she continues, “but 
an example of people who 
live together and are in 
love, as in, ‘I want to smell 


your skin, look into your 
eyes, taste the way you 
taste.’ ” Stone’s solution? 
“So, when Paul said he’d 
test anybody I thought 
would be good, I sent in my 
best friend, Mimi Craven. If 
you’re going to do a lesbian 
love scene, why not have it 
be with your best friend?” 
So sensible, that Sharon. 

THAT GIRL'S HOT': 
But the best friend got 
dumped, though. When di¬ 
rector Paul Verhoeven 
showed Stone “tapes of 
three other girls and I saw 
Leilani (Sarelle),” Stone 
said, “ ‘That girl’shof.’ The 
first day we were supposed 
to shoot the scene, every

crew member I had never 
seen before showed up on 
the set. Leilani’s boyfriend 
came, too, so I went up to 
him and said, ‘Any special 
tips you’d like to impart be¬ 
fore we roll?’ And he did. 
Leilani and I had a very per¬ 


sonal bond, very deep trust. 

I mean, I really love that 
girl and I feel that girl really 
loves me.” Touching, but 
too bad that’s not what the 
film’s about. 

STUPID MOVIE? 

Stone doesn’t know if Basic 
Instinct will be “a stupid 
movie that becomes wildly 
successful or maybe a great 
movie that people will en¬ 
joy.” Who knows, but if its 
maker goes belly up (Carol- 
co Pictures’ stock has 
dropped from $10+ to $2 
per share and the company 
owes a lot of people a lot of 
money) maybe no one will 
“enjoy” it. Instinct i s 
presently scheduled to open 
in April. All lesbians don’t 
hate this film, by the way. 
One we know who read the 
script told us, “These sound 
like the sexiest dykes to hit 
the screen since The 
Hunger. Who cares if they 


kill, they’re hot.” Shades of 
Sharon. 

THEY LEFT OUT THE 
ANAL SEX in Basic In¬ 
stinct, says Stone. In case 
you’ve been wondering 
what anal sex signifies to 
heterosexuals, here’s what 
the actress has to say on the 
topic: “We did everything 
but anal intercourse, and I 
don’t know why that isn’t 
in there because, with so 
much violence in the charac¬ 
ters’ sexuality, that absence 
seems odd.” 

JOE LOUIS' GAY SON 
IS ON THE LAM “from the 
law and trying to stay one 
step ahead of the mob,” says 
the Jan. 7 Globe, “after a 
$500,000 credit card rip-off. 
He is living it up in the 
Netherlands with his hunky 
six-foot Australian ‘hubby’ 
James Mason. Joe Jr. boasts 
to pals that Frank Sinatra is 
his protector. But, the singer 
wants nothing to do with the 
23-year-old gay blade. Sinatra 
says Joe’s father would roll 
over in his grave if he knew 
that the kid liked boys.”

Facing the Queer Millennium 

Playwright Joe Pintauro Sees the Future in Our Past

T heater Rhinoceros has a hot one on its hands. When its production of Wild Blue 
opens this weekend, it will make author Joe Pintauro the bi-coastal gay 
playwright of the hour. 


Pintauro’s AIDS-themed 
play The Raft of the Medusa 
opened recently in New 
York, and audiences are 
flocking to see it. Although a 
few reviewers criticized the 
talking-heads structure of its 
therapy-group confessions (“a 
collection of case histories 
linked together by unconvinc¬ 
ing melodrama,” said Associat¬ 
ed Press’ Michael Kuchwara), 
Raft tested positive with the 
majority of critics. 

“The play hits home and 
hits hard,” wrote Clive Barnes 
in the New York Post. “(It) 
holds and harrows us with 
the chilling facts and cold 
statistics of mortality in the 
Age of AIDS.” 

Although Wild Blue can 
be as upfront, as theatrical 
and startling as The Raft of 
the Medusa, it is wildly dif¬ 
ferent. For starters, Wild 
Blue isn’t one play, but a col¬ 
lection of eight, unrelated 
one-act plays. And it only 
touches upon AIDS in one of 
its segments. What the 
evening shares with The Raft 
of the Medusa is the author’s 
questing vision of gay life fin 
de siecle. 

The years preceding the 
turn of each century have 
been noted as turbulent times 


of change, marked by war, 
pestilence and revolutions — 
political, industrial and cultur¬ 
al. Pintauro thinks the 1990s 
are, in many ways, no differ¬ 
ent for gay people than the 
1890s. But where The Raft of 
the Medusa brings news of 
the AIDS front to a main¬ 
stream audience, Wild Blue 
embodies the author’s visions 
of gay and lesbian life soaring 
off into uncharted territory — 
the wild blue yonder of an 
unforeseeable future. 

Improbable Turns 

It is that sense of the un¬ 
known, the improbable turns 
that gay life may take, that 
are not only embodied in the 
stories told in the play, but 
which christened it. 

“I called the play Wild 
Blue for what is just over the 
edge,” Pintauro said over the 
phone from the Key West 
hideout to which he repaired 
for R&R after the opening of 
Raft. “There is elation at ar¬ 
riving at the edge, yet at the 
same time there is despera¬ 
tion at the unknown qualities 
over the edge.” 

The eight plays of Wild 
Blue — which variously fea¬ 
ture comedy, melodrama or 
hard-hitting realism — con¬ 


dense emotion and action to 
create intense situations. 
They concern a young wom¬ 
an seeking from her father a 
validation that reeks of re¬ 
venge; a lonely youth who 
turns to his horrified uncle 
for consolation of a physical 
sort; and the situations of oth¬ 
er people on the edge: the ar¬ 
dor of a streetwise chauffeur, 
the quiet despair of an actor 
past his prime, and the entan¬ 
glements of Catholic priests. 

“Gay life goes back a long 
way,” Pintauro said. “But 
most of that time, we weren’t 
connected to each other. Even 
now, we haven’t uncovered 
our common roots.” 

Pintauro likens the diversi¬ 
ty, excitement and explo¬ 
ration of contemporary gay 
and lesbian life to an explo¬ 
sion of fireworks — unified at 
a distant source yet spraying 
out in multi-faceted, wild dis¬ 
array. 

Careening Rockets 

“We’re like rockets careen¬ 
ing all over the sky — all com¬ 
ing from the same explosion,” 
he said. 

The playwright sought to 
illuminate some of those rock¬ 
eting explosions in the plays 
that became Wild Blue. Like

his fireworks simile, the wild 
assortment of characters and 
in-your-teeth situations in 
these one-acfs — originally 
over 30 in number — came 
from a single source. 

“I was working on a nov¬ 
el,” he said, “and my mind 
kept overflowing with charac¬ 
ters and subplots. They were 
so distracting I had to write 
them down.” 

Pintauro planned to save 
time, and remember the plots 
these characters were in¬ 
volved in, by writing only the 
climax to each of their stories. 


Fie realized, though, that 
these staccato scenarios were 
surprisingly complete. 

The truthfulness of their 
theatricality was subsequently 
confirmed when they were 
collected together under the 
title Rapid Fire and per¬ 
formed over several evenings 
at The Lab of the Circle Rep 
Theatre, where Pintauro had 
been a company playwright 
since the heyday of the Cafe 
Cino. 

“The plays followed one 
after the other like moving 
(Continued on page 36)

New Eyes for Film Fest

S he’s the new pair of 
eyes in town. Jenni Ol¬ 
son has just been an¬ 
nounced as the SF gay 
film festival’s 1992 guest cura¬ 
tor. She will program the les¬ 
bian portion of the festival, as 
well as work with artistic di¬ 
rector Mark Finch on other 
panels and programs at the 
annual June event. 

“I read The Celluloid Clos¬ 
et six years ago, and it 
changed my life,” Olson said in 
a recent chat with the B.A.R. 

Vito Russo’s book helped 
her come out and gave her 
the confidence to program a 
gay and lesbian film festival 
in Minnesota. 

“I’d say to people, ‘I’m pro¬ 
gramming a gay and lesbian 
film series,’ and they’d catch 
on that I was a lesbian!” 


Olson has programmed 
Minneapolis/St. Paul’s gay 
and lesbian film festival for 
the last five years. 

“I want to get into the film 
and video community here,” 
she said. “I want to do out¬ 
reach to the lesbian communi¬ 
ty as well — to get a clear 
sense of what the community 
or communities are like, and 
what films might be rele¬ 
vant.” 

Olson said she is particu¬ 
larly interested in doing out¬ 
reach to communities of col¬ 
or, and doing more program¬ 
ming involving filmmakers of 
color. 

Her joy in curating is redis¬ 
covering what’s queer about 
older films. For example, 
there’s a 1986 film called 
Something Special, about a 
girl who wants to be a boy — 
(Continued on page 32)

childhood in the Alabama 
town of Whistle Stop, and of 
two women, Idgie and Ruth. 

Entertained, Enthralled 
And Empowered 

Evelyn is at first enter¬ 
tained, then enthralled, then 
empowered by the stories of 
Idgie and Ruth. These stories, 
told in flashback, are woven 
seamlessly into the fabric of 
the present narrative of Eve¬ 
lyn’s effort, through classes in 
assertiveness training and the 
ancient power of the feminine 
(a scene involving a room full

of women with hand mirrors 
is worth the price of admis¬ 
sion and more), and finally 
through the compelling narra¬ 
tive of the love of Idgie and 
Ruth, for each other, to find 
meaning and purpose in her 
life. 

Evelyn’s small steps, made 
despite her fear, to realize 
and claim her value as per¬ 
son, as woman, as friend, are 
moving, believable and 
screamingly funny. The grow¬ 
ing and significant friendship 
between Evelyn and Miz 


Threadgoode, humanly and 
humorously realized, is a real 
pleasure to experience. 

The tale within the- tale of 
Idgie and Ruth — of their 
friendship, their love, their 
lives together — is erotically 
charged and entirely lovely, 
filled with the moments that 
are at the core of the signifi¬ 
cant relationships of our lives. 
Ruth’s public declaration of 
her love for Idgie brought 
tears and cheers from the au¬ 
dience. It was as powerful a 
moment as I have seen in 
film. 

Mary-Louise Parker is 
stunning as Ruth, the loving 
friend of many, the lover of 
Idgie, the woman whose life 
is cherished by all who know 
her. Mary Stuart Masterson is 
the exquisite Idgie, saved by 
the love of a good woman, 
who insists on the dignity of 
all and who fights for others 
with passion and conviction. 

I liked this film for so 
many reasons—its celebration 
of female friendship, its polit¬ 
ical astuteness, its warmly hu¬ 
morous look at feminism, its 
willingness to take risks with 
our hearts and our minds, its 
emotionally charged and won¬ 
derfully satisfying conclusion 
— that to make special men¬ 
tion of any aspect is to sug¬ 
gest an imbalance that does 
not exist within it. 

These Are Lesbians 

I have heard complaints 
that the lesbian aspect is un¬ 
derplayed, hidden, even 
erased. Although the film 
does not trumpet the fact, it is 
clear in the film, in little, 
physically intimate moments, 
in the public declaration that 
Ruth makes, in the accep¬ 
tance of their relationship by 
the other people in the town, 
in dozens of ways, that these 
women are in a primary (and 
sexual) relationship with each 
other. 

I think that those who ob¬ 
ject to the portrayal of Ruth 
and Idgie miss the notion of 
period. The discussion of 
vaginas that takes place in the 
present (“I can’t even look at 
my own vagina,” sobs Bates. 
“Well, I can’t help you there,” 
responds Miz Threadgoode) 
sets up clearly the sea change 
that has taken place regarding 
public discussion of intima¬ 
cies over the past 50 years. 

The love story of Ruth and 
Idgie is extraordinary, and 
erotic, and wonderfully satis¬ 
fying. It is a love that tran¬ 
scends time and death, social 
opprobrium and personal up¬ 
heaval.

Darker Than Noir

F our down-and-out, 
stranded and desper¬ 
ate men undertake a 
suicide mission in 
Henri Georges Clouzot’s 1953 
classic The Wages of Fear. 
They decide to transport two 
trucks filled with nitroglycer¬ 
ine to a remote oil refinery 
across treacherous, Venezue¬ 
lan terrain. 

Clouzot’s film is exquisite¬ 
ly photographed in black and 
white by Armand Thirard. 
The absence of color gives 
the work a serious stature un¬ 
like the flaccid, pigmented 
images we’ve become accus¬ 
tomed to. Backed by the gen¬ 
tle, subtle music of Georges 
Auric, The Wages of Fear is 
not only a top-notch, arresting 
thriller, it’s also a dense char¬ 
acter study and a criticism of 
ecological waste and imperial¬ 
ist destruction. 

Beginning in the mud-flat, 
shanty town of Las Piedras, 
the opening image—a closeup 
of a passel of roaches — sets 
the tone for Clouzot’s attitude 


toward humanity. It’s a bleak, 
cynical, huis clos slant. Doom 
and despair flavor every shot 
and cut. One can only wonder 
if such pessimism is mature 
or magnanimous: Clouzot is 
no Renoir or Rossellini. But 
that aside, the set pieces of 
suspense are great filmmak¬ 
ing. 

A young, terribly sexy 
Yves Montand (Mario) is the 
heroic focal point of the film. 
Peter van Eyck (Bimba) is the 
Dutchman (who may be in¬ 
volved in a gay liaison) and 
Folco Lulli (Luigi) serves as a 
warm and earthy foil. These 
three are offset by the craven, 
older Charles Vanel (Jo) who 
becomes the most trans¬ 
formed and humbled of men 
on this deadly mission. 

The film is somewhat 
claustrophobic in the way it 
stacks the cards against those 
constructive individuals who 
persist in the face of a fatalis¬ 
tic reality. Not even Bresson 
got this bleak in slapping 
down every rebirth with an 
even more oppressive cata¬ 
clysm. It’s a film to admire, to 


be in awe of — but not to love. 

In an exceptionally mod¬ 
ern stroke, the film stares 
wide-eyed at the destruction 
of jungles and indigenous 
peoples by oil companies 
with cutthroat agendas. In 
this respect, it is intensely 
anti-American. 

But it is primarily the sus¬ 
pense sequences that assure 
The Wages of Fear a sturdy 
place in narrative film histo¬ 
ry. With Hitchcock, the ten¬ 
sion is always colored by a 
moral attitude. Here, the sus¬ 
pense drips with dread and 
apprehension, pure and sim¬ 
ple. Clouzot’s Wages may be 
darker and more despairing 
than necessary — its No Way 
Out attitude could seem 
fascistic. But there’s no deny¬ 
ing the power and accom¬ 
plished force in Clouzot’s jux¬ 
taposition of terrifying im-

cum — I’m on bug juice!”). Or 
a giant roach, talking asshole 
typewriters and the like? One 
doubts it. 

Naked Lunch mates the 
souped-up, jive world of Pre¬ 
minger’s The Man With the 
Golden Arm to the purposely 
pseudorealistic strains of Von 
Sternberg’s Morocco. A se¬ 
quence in which the sound¬ 
track sways out of synch with 
the dialogue is brilliant, 
startling, inventive. 

One might object that the 
film feels too long. Seventy- 
five helter-skelter minutes 
might have really knocked 
viewers for a loop. Also, the 
gay sex of the original is (not 
surprisingly) toned down — al¬ 
though the most flagrantly 
unneurotic moment in the 
film is the tender clinch be¬ 
tween Bill and Kiki. This mo¬ 
ment is almost a relief from 
the rampant hideousness of 
all the film’s sexual encoun¬ 
ters — gay, straight or bi. Cro¬ 
nenberg may not be out there 
at the barricades extolling the 
joys of gay sex, but this is 
closest the movie comes to 
evoking human affection. 

As for Kiki and Yves’ 


monster-movie lovemaking, it 
might seem politically repre¬ 
hensible, but, again, the film’s 
straight caresses are scarcely 
less horrifying. 

I’d argue that rather than be¬ 
ing a negative “betrayal” of 
Burroughs’ novel, the film 
version actually softens the 
original’s repellent smarmi¬ 
ness and, if only fleetingly, 
depicts a benign image of 
love between men. 

Early on, Bill walks in on 
his best male friend’s pump¬ 
ing rear, hard at work trying 
to satisfy bug-juiced Joan — 
there’s even another pal disin¬ 
terestedly looking on. The ho¬ 
moerotic implications of this 
scene, three buddies and a 
skirt, with a man’s derriere 
the sole private-parts focus, 
are hard to miss. 

I loved Naked Lunch, but 
be forewarned, this is not 
Hook! Lunch is bound to be 
blamed for countless teenage 
deaths by moronically exper¬ 
imental adolescents who’ll 
want to syringe their veins 
with Ant & Roach spray. But 
that’s part of this extraordi¬ 
nary film’s black charm: it’s 
daring and captivating in the 
same breath. ▼

Triumph of Tripe

L et me begin by saying 
that a theatre that 
oversells the house, 
seats people in the 
aisles, blocks the fire exit and 
then has open flame on stage 
already has me at a level of 
crankiness best categorized as 
severe. 

When I’m threatened with 
immolation for great art, I’m 
not thrilled; but when I con¬ 
template becoming a crispy 
critter for self-indulgent tripe, 
then I am enraged. 

Recesses is described as 
“a Physical/Poetic new play.” 

I saw nothing physical, poetic 
or new about this painfully 
derivative piece on pre- 
pubescent or pubescent or 
even post-pubescent girlhood. 
Given the myriad of conflict¬ 
ing clues concerning the ages 
of the four girls, locating any 
clear chronology in this play 
was impossible.

This provided one useful 
purpose — during inter¬ 
minable, zero-energy physical- 
izations, I could ponder the 
age issue, sort clues, assign 
values and wonder whether 
these were precocious chil¬ 
dren or slow adults. This ex¬ 
ercise was not terribly inter¬ 
esting, but it was consider¬ 
ably less tedious than any¬ 
thing happening onstage. 

Janie and her soon to be 
ex-best friend Maria walk, 
gambol, climb, roll and en¬ 
gage in barely symbolic trib¬ 
adism at the playground of 
their school (the recesses of 
the title refer to school recess 
as well as depressions in the 
ground). After their mutual 
masturbation, they see a place 


filled with water, where they 
can create all manner of fan¬ 
tastic events, people, places 
and beliefs. 

The Isadora Effect 

The children speak in the 
pseudo-poetic language of the 
pretentious, as they describe 
sights heretofore unimagined 
by mere mortals. They also 
spend a lot of time whooshing 
about the stage, long hair roil¬ 
ing in the breeze, creating 
what they call dances. Occa¬ 
sional trips up the jungle 
gym-nouveau setting offer 
some change in levels, with 
no increase in interest. 

After more time than you 
might imagine could be 
crammed into an hour, two 
new characters, Lucy and 
Alex, enter and engage in the 
playground rituals. Lucy is al¬ 
most autistic and chants a 
monotonous ditty about her 
pathological hatred of recess. 
Alex (clearly a dyke-in-train¬ 
ing and the least realized of 
the four mostly unrealized 
characters) hangs out, 
whooshes and becomes 
Maria’s better best friend. 

After a three and a half¬ 
way (it would have been a 
four-way, but Janie was not 
really giving her all), the girls 
light a cigarette. Right about 
then, I lost it. 

If Recesses were 
metaphoric, it might provide 
some interest, but with its 
leadenly realistic rendering of 
childhood sexual exploration, 
complete with the always fes¬ 
tive ‘‘I’ll show you mine ...” 
Recesses is more like a 
recital given by an ostenta¬ 
tiously progressive pre-school, 
with a little high school confi¬ 
dential tossed in for the rare, 
albeit unintentional, laughs. 
The acting is flat, the direc¬ 
tion lifeless and the language 
is neither realistic nor poetic, 
but combines the worst ele¬ 
ments of both. Recesses 
could only be worse by being 
longer. ▼

'Purple Stars' for '91

B efore Ear Candy digs 
into the new, let’s 
spotlight a few gems 
from 1991 that seem 
to have slipped through the 
cracks. These releases de¬ 
serve as good a listening as 
any of the heavily promoted 
major-label artists that have 
competed for your attention 
and queer dollars. 

These treasures are my 
personal choice for the Ear 
Candy “Purple Star” award 
for merit that exceeds public 
attention. They are a measure 
of the still vital creativity that 
flourishes in the music 
business in spite of rigidly 
formatted radio playlists, safe 
music video programing and 
an increasing lack of 
adventure from print music 
critics. 

The Family Stand 

Chain 

Atlantic 

In the great tradition of 
Curtis Mayfield, Sly Stone, 
Quincy Jones, Prince, and 
Womack and Womack, The 
Family Stand presents a 
masterful knowledge of 
recording technology com¬ 
bined with a verite take on 
the contemporary African- 
American lifestyle. As far 
removed from rap’s violent 
hyperbole as Aretha was 
from Millie Jackson, The 
Family Stand’s Peter Lord, 
V. Jeffery Smith and Sandra 
St Victor choose sophis¬ 
tication over bombast, style 
over musical mugging and, 
most importantly, insight 
over blind rage. 

This Brooklyn-based group 
places their sensibility smack 
dab in the middle of BET 
(Black Entertainment Tele¬ 
vision) role-modeling and 
offers up a groove-based, 
searing critique of the black 
bourgeois mystique. Pre¬ 



diction: this group will most 
influence how contemporary 
dance music will sound in 
1992. 

Jack Curtis Dubowsky 
Diazepam Nights 
De Stijl 

Jack Curtis Dubowsky 
stakes his claim as his queer 
generation’s musical Orson 
Welles. Here the coming-out 
persona is post-Bowie (the 
Low period) and post-Eno 
(the music-for-airports era), 
adrift in a wall-broken Berlin 
soundscape. This is the old 
desire-alienation-victim- 
despair-longing nightmare, an 
aural opiate for all the sad 
young men caught in a frenzy 
of fashion and passion 
addiction.

Burning Bush 

Bushfire: Stories of Lesbian Desire 

Edited by Karen Barber; Lace Publications, $8.95

I seem to be in the throes 
of an ambisexual am¬ 
bivalence these days, 
which has altered my 
view of lesbian erotica a bit. 
But my new personal situa¬ 
tion has enabled me to look 
at this kind of erotica in a dif¬ 
ferent way, not in isolation 
from other expressions of sex¬ 
uality, but as part of the con¬ 
tinuum of desire (not a 
straight line, but a full, very 
queer circle). 

There are plenty of lesbian 
erotica collections, with vary¬ 
ing degrees of representation 
of that elusive “lesbian desire” 
— and equally varying degrees 
of success in passing what 
Dorothy Allison calls “the wet 
test.” 

One volume that manages 
to engage both the literary 
and libidinous imagination is 
Bushfire, edited by Karen 
Barber. There’s a fairly high 
quality of writing, combined 
with various interpretations 
of what “lesbian desire” is, as 
well as an array of sexual ac¬ 
tivity, with all races, classes, 
physical abilities, ages and ge¬ 
ographic locations represent¬ 
ed. 

Crossing the Line 

Some stories might push 
limits and possibly be too 
transgressive for some. The 
work goes beyond the 
butch/femme relationship, 
which is enjoying a long-term 
revival, to anonymous casual 
sex; prostitute fantasies; sex 
in a workplace bathroom; and 



the politics of penetration. 
Others will find that the 
lines crossed are done so with 
a purpose, with care and a 
critical sense of humor in ex¬ 
ploring the different ways to 
think about what defines de¬ 
sire. 

A few of my favorite writ¬ 
ers are here — Leslea New¬ 
man, SDiane Bogus, Willyce 
Kim, Molly Martin. In New¬ 
man’s “A True Story 
(Whether you believe it or 
not),” a “proper old-fashioned 
stone bulldyke that doesn’t 
flip for nobody” finally does. 

In Bogus’ “Down-Home 
Blues” the music is the back¬ 
drop of Annie Mae’s memo¬ 
ries of a “bulldaggering wom¬ 
an” who claimed her past, 
and of a new woman who

captures her heart and re¬ 
news her senses with a spirit 
reminiscent of her dead lover. 
Screwdrivers never quite look 
the same again after Martin’s 
“The Helper,” nor do nuns 
and rosary beads for those 
who survived Catholic school, 
when Kim’s “Habits” is read. 

Diane Ferry and Patricia 
Roth Schwartz provide differ¬ 
ent interpretations of being 
haunted by a woman. In Fer¬ 
ry’s “The Merry Widow,” af¬ 
ter the memory of a hot final 
night together, the presence 
of the lover persists: 

You’re the noise in the 
next room when I’m alone. 
You’re the taste of the sea 
breeze that floats by the 
porch in the middle of the 
summer. You’re leaning over 
me, fingering my crotch be¬ 
fore I go to sleep, sending 
shivers of desire through my 
veins. You break glasses in 
my kitchen and breathe on 
my wind chimes. ... I want 
you still, and it crosses my 
mind that maybe I never 
knew you. And that makes 
me want you more. 

In Schwartz’s supernatural 
“Sea Witch,” the possession 
is palpable, “...she was star¬ 
tled to awaken nude, the cov¬ 
ers tossed back, her thighs 
open; between them she was 
wet. Lowering her fingers to 
the moisture, then raising 
them to her lips, she tasted 
the tang of the sea. Her nip¬ 
ples felt sore.”

Posthumous 
Coming Out 

The Journals of John Cheever 

Edited by Robert Gottlieb; Alfred Knopf, $25

F or centuries, thou¬ 
sands of writers have 
kept journals and 
made them banks of 
daily information, obser¬ 
vations, important events, 
joys, grist for the creative 
mill, grievances and outright 
bile. Sometimes these 
journals are also the repos¬ 
itory of intense, even painful, 
confessions. 

Robert Gottlieb, John 
Cheever’s trusted longtime 
editor, has reduced 29 volumes 
of Cheever’s journals to 395 
pages, covering the ’40s 
through the ’80s. The result is a 
’80s. The result is a 
variegated but characteristic 
self-portrait of John Cheever, 
including a frank presentation 
of his troubled bisexuality. 

By the time cancer ended 
his life in 1982 at age 70, 
Cheever had accumulated 
most of the awards (including 
the Pulitzer) that are given to 
writers of fiction. His classic 
short stories, such as “The 
Swimmer” and “The Enor¬ 
mous Radio,” move restlessly 
in readers’ memories as 
unique expressions of a 
psyche we all share. The 
same realizations, in even 
greater depth, grew in such 
novels as The Wapshot 
Chronicles and Falconer. 

If editor Gottlieb can be 
faulted in any way, it is in the 
paucity of entries dealing 
with the creation of such 
works. What few there are 
tend to be terse and negative. 
However, the editor has been 
as encompassing and honest 
as his subject in all other 
matters. The result, although 
often depressing in its self¬ 
denigration, is a fascinating 
and ultimately admirable 
depiction. 

History Repeats Itself 

Central to Cheever’s life is 
the influence of his parent’s 
dysfunctional marriage, full of 
mutual recrimination. Iron¬ 
ically, the author married a 
woman from a similar family 
that was brutalized by a 
drunken father. Mary 
Cheever, while she could be 
loving and caring, made 
whole years sullen, peevish 
and sometimes outright 
vicious. 

Small wonder that love 
became the most valuable 
element in life to Cheever, a 
point often reiterated and 
demonstrated in his entries. 
His love for his equally 
afflicted brother and his sons 
reappears like a refrain. 

Cheever’s need for love 
made him a constant 
searcher. His rewards were 
relatively numerous. One of 
the most notable was with 
“H,” the actress Hope Lange, 
whom Cheever described as 
“beautiful and intelligent” in a 
previous book ( The Letters of 
John Cheever, 1989). She cited 
him as “the horniest man I 
have ever known.” 

But while his amorous 
extra-marital heterosexual life 
was quite active, it’s hardly 
unusual. Cheever’s gay sex 
life was something else again. 
The earlier entries on this

subject reflect a furtive, guilty, 
sometimes angry attitude. He 
derogates gay men, especially 
if they are effeminate. 

Flower Empowered 

But as the ’60s were 
drawing to a close, his tone 
and attitude changed. 
Acceptance grew, but there 
were regressions. One bitter 
reversal was Cheever’s fear of 
his son’s repeating his own 
adolescent experiences with 
other boys “in some damp 
tool sheds.” 

Cheever’s older son 
Benjamin provides an 
introduction to this volume 
and, of course, registers the 
shock at discovering his 
father’s bisexuality when he 
read, at his father’s urging, 
some passages while the 
older man watched. Cheever 
pere wept silently. Although 
Cheever reiterated his desire 
to have the journals published 
after his death, it was this 
brave candor which con¬ 
vinced the family that the 
author’s wish must be 
granted. 

The concluding sections, 
which were written in the 
late ’70s and early ’80s, 
demonstrate a Cheever who 
could be self-disciplined, 
steadfast, self-accepting and 
admirable. After years of 
crippling alcoholism, he 
stopped drinking; and he 
struggled to lead a stable and 
happy life while enduring 
punishing treatments for 
cancer. 

But best of all, at least for 
the gay reader, is a 
beautifully sustained love 
affair with a man identified 
only as “M.” 

It is most appropriate that 
John Cheever, who believed 
that all writers reveal 
themselves in their creations, 
should present his own act of 
self-revelation to the world.

Back to Basics

I t has been exactly one 
year since I last watched 
an American porn 
movie.

Bi Redux 

Innocence Found is Paul 
Norman’s return to old- 
fashioned bisexual action 
after the Twilight Zone turns 



of Bi and Beyond and other 
transsexual tapes. “Old-fash¬ 
ioned” in this context means 
prosthetic devices are limited 
to dildos and silicon breast 
implants. 

In Innocence Found (even 
the title is a giveaway), there 
are no wacky gender-turns or 
Romanesque orgies. All the 
action is set in ordinary- 
seeming suburban homes, just 
like yours or mine. It’s so 
normal — so unaspirational — 
you feel like you’ve tuned in 
an old episode of Knots 
Landing. 

Alarmingly named Bionca 
Trump and huge husband 
Dolph Knight — Val and Gary 
— are experiencing some 
marital boredom, when old 
school friend skinny Doug 
Niles (Ben?) turns up un¬ 
expectedly. 

Niles is one of porn video’s 
most convincing straight 
guys. He has no tan line, no 
musculature, no shaved groin. 
Instead, he has pale skin, 
knobby knees and a pretty 
tentative grip on reality. He’d 
make a good contestant on 
The Love Connection. 

This is where Paul 
Norman really shows some 
directorial skill. Instead of 
skipping straight to sex 
(which costs more than non¬ 
sex sequences anyway), he 
lets the actors fumble about 
in a cruelly extended scene of 
dialog improv. 

As porn performers are 
not renowned for their 
Stanislavsky skills, it’s like 
being forced to watch those 
on-air- appeals that KQED 
runs during pledge week. 

Mercifully, Niles suggests 
a bottle of chablis and a quick 
game of Strip Mousetrap. 
Pretty soon, Bionca’s in¬ 


conceivably pert tits are on 
the table and the boys are 
having fun — too much fun. 
Niles, now completely 
inebriate and improvising 
recklessly, says, “I wish 
someone would fuck me like 
that.” Bionca straps on an 
arm-length dildo and he’s lost 
his anal retentiveness before 
you can freeze-frame. 

(This bit is very hot. 
Bionca’s plowing into Niles, 
while Dolph kneels behind 
her encouragingly and holds 
his pal’s legs in the air.) 

After all this, Bionca calls 
up her best friend Tracy. 
Entranced, and still on the 
phone, Tracy gives her 
sleeping Greg Sumner look- 
alike boyfriend a nocturnal 
blowjob. He wakes up just in 
time to shoot farther than 
Texas. 

Meanwhile — and more 
engagingly — the movie’s high 
point is happening at 
Madison’s house, where Doug 
Niles turns up again. (It’s a 
Return of the Secaucus 
Seven thing, he’s visiting all 
his old pals.) 

Madison has two very 
wonderful characteristics. 
First, her beauty. If Pia 
Zadora had a love child 
whom she then evicted from 
her home and who spent her 
teen life hustling in Portland, 
she might look like Madison. 

Second, her attitude. 
Madison is a new invention of 
bisexual pom, the SWB (Slut- 
Whore-Bitch), a role to which 
many of my male friends also 
aspire. Take notes, boys. 
Madison is the ne plus ultra 
of sleazy ego-neediness. 

She eats grapes, she pouts, 
she wants. Her hairy-chested, 
friendly daddy-hubby lets 
Niles stay the night, but she 
didn’t figure Niles would 
choose to fuck hubby instead 
of her. “Asshole!” she 
screams, “Give it to me!” 

Rapacious Madison pulls 
Niles’ prong out of hubby’s 
tush and plunges it into her, 
shrieking with glee. “I like it! 

I like it! I like dick!” 

It’s so refreshing to see this 
kind of honesty in a person; if 
only the men I’ve known 
could be so open about their 
feelings. 

And in a time of scarce 
resources, it’s also nice to see 
how the value of sexual 
currency rises. She who 
screams loudest, gets the 
most.

cameos and colorful gay 
Nazis. 

Abduction stars Craig 
Slater in a fanciful drama set 
in an SM dungeon, or a 
Spanish restaurant; I couldn’t 
tell. There are many hand¬ 
some men, some of whom 
wear cute little caballero 
jackets, led by Chance 
Caldwell as the crazed 
Hilterjungen maitre d’. 



costumes; I still wouldn’t have 
been surprised. 

In his cell, Craig is forced 
to witness scenes of horrible 
degradation: hugely endowed 
Craig Hoffman fucking caged 
Scott Hogan like a dog, and 
beach-blond Chance Caldwell 
trying to effect a German 
accent. 

Craig Slater proves the 
recession-proof virtue of

Craig falls asleep over 
breakfast in his LA duplex 
and dreams himself into the 
dungeon, where he is chained 
naked to an interrogation 
table. 

Glassy-eyed Matt Gunther 
(who’s fast becoming the Red 
Buttons of porn) and Silly- 
Putty-lipped Jason Ross 
(who’s grown up and has 
stubble!) are Craig’s dungeon 
masters. Only they’re so 
unconvincing, and Craig 
enjoys himself so much, 
dungeon elves is a better 
description. 

As far as I understood it, 
Gunther and Ross are angry 
at Craig for concealing a 
secret spy film somewhere on 
his body, so they give him the 
big tomato treatment. 


At least, they look like 
tomatoes — a whole bunch of 
those big, organic ones that 
they sell at Harvest Foods, 
strung together rather prettily 
and inserted up Craig’s butt. 

(Later, Craig is sent to his 
cell, with the tomatoes still 
hanging out of his backside, 
like a chain of Christmas 
lights.

Has company management 
finally seen the light? Is Chap¬ 
man’s dancing that much bet¬ 
ter from last year’s visit? 
What accounts for this no¬ 
table change in events? 

The Hard Way 

Sitting in a crowded San 
Francisco neighborhood 
restaurant, surrounded by a 
chatty, pre-holiday crowd, 
Chapman tells me — with con¬ 
siderable confidence and only 
a hint of past resentment — 
that his recent ascent at ABT 
(including cover-story status 
in the December 1991 issue of 
Dance Magazine) is the result 
of both circumstances and a 
great deal of hard work. 

“There are two ways you 
get to the top,” he explains. 
“One is the short road, and 
that happens when you win a 


gold or silver medal at one of 
the international competi¬ 
tions. The other is the long 
road, and that’s the route I’ve 
taken. It means being around, 
being consistent, refining 
your art. I did a lot for the 
company last year — stepping 
in when other dancers were 
injured — and I think that’s be¬ 
gun to pay off.” 

Chapman is also remark¬ 
ably confident of his success 
with the role of Basilio in 
Don Quixote — a part he 
danced regularly last year, 
but never on opening night, 
never as the emblem of the 
company’s highest artistic re¬ 
sources. Speaking with a 
shadow of a Southern accent 
(he was born in Union 
Springs, Alabama) and the 
brisk speed of a world-travel¬ 
er, Chapman says matter-of- 
factly, “I think I can handle it. 
I’ve danced a lot, and under 
pressured situations. It’s actu¬ 
ally the way I work best.” 

Chapman explains further 
that this year’s Don Q is both 


new (with choreography by 
Vladimir Vasiliev from the 
Bolshoi Ballet, replacing the 
dancing made by former 
ABT Director Mikhail 
Baryshnikov) and old (using 
costumes and sets commis¬ 
sioned under the Baryshnikov 
regime and salvaged by pre¬ 
sent Director Hermann in a 
savvy cost-saving move). The 
result is a ballet that should 
look “bigger” (in the Bolshoi 
style), emphasizing sweeping 
gestures, bravura dancing 
and comic gusto. 

“The difference is so 
clear,” Chapman enthuses. 
“Misha (Baryshnikov) was 
from the Kirov (now the St. 
Petersburg Ballet) and this 
made him more refined in his 
technique, more open to the 
American style. Vasiliev has 
taken some of that refinement 
out. And that’s given this 
Don Q the pizzazz that, I 
think, it needs. There’s no 
sense of constriction. Misha’s 
was, perhaps, more challeng¬ 
ing technically. But Vasiliev 
brings out a sense of charac¬ 
ter. It’s such fun to dance!” 

English Details 

Besides the pleasure he 
takes from dancing, Chapman 
is also a strict craftsman, not¬ 
ed for the special emphasis he 
places on the details of ballet¬ 
ic art — the placement and po¬ 
sitioning of legs and feet, 
hands and fingers. Several 
critics have remarked on the 
“Englishness” of Chapman’s 
style, comparing him favor¬ 
ably to the great English 
danseur noble Anthony Dow¬ 
ell. 

Chapman admits to having 
worked extensively with the 
distinguished (and British) 
dance teacher David Howard, 
now based in New York City. 
He also mentions the impor¬ 
tance of using videotapes to 
analyze his technique from 
past performances. “At first 
it’s very difficult to do,” he 
explains. “You feel so self- 
conscious. But it’s the only 
way to make small adjust¬ 
ments in how I perform a cer¬ 
tain role.” 

Later, I ask Chapman 
whether, in addition to per¬ 
fecting technique, he also 
thinks consciously about how 
to project “masculinity” on 
the stage. Given all the im¬ 
ages and examples we now 
have of men who dance — 
from Nureyev to Baryshnikov 
to Dowell to Erik Bruhn to 
Peter Martins — how does 
Chapman define his sense of 
maleness in the ballet world?

and wakes up one day with a 
penis. Olson is trying to lo¬ 
cate a print of that film now. 

“I’m mostly interested in 
older material, but I do like 
experimental film,” Olson 
continued. “I love seeing films 
with girls kissing, and I’m 
looking for that as well as for 
films of girls fucking—I love 
to watch girls fucking!” 

Olson has an extensive net¬ 
work of filmmakers and pro¬ 
ducers. She’s been to most of 
the gay and lesbian film festi¬ 
vals, seeing much current 
work. 

“I found a video in Montre¬ 
al called Perilous Liaisons” 
she exclaimed. “It’s a 10- 
minute montage of fetishized 
erotic lesbian S/M!”

Male Image 

“That’s been a tough one 
for me,” he admits, offering 
his first, and only, moment of 
hesitation in our talk. “My 
natural approach to dancing 
can, in some ways, be termed 
‘feminine’ — because of the 
emphasis on details, on the 
legs and feet especially. And 
I’ll never be a Nureyev; that 
aggressiveness doesn’t come 
naturally to me. 

“But what I’ve done is at¬ 
tempt to stress simplicity in 
my dancing, revealing both 
clarity and humanness. Sim¬ 
plicity and a lack of self-con¬ 
sciousness; those are particu¬ 
larly masculine qualities, I be¬ 
lieve. That’s what I’m work¬ 
ing to achieve.” 

There is also an interesting 
contradiction (or complement, 
perhaps) in Chapman’s devel¬ 
opment as a supreme classi¬ 
cist within America’s most 
tradition-minded ballet com¬ 
pany, and the choreographers 
he would most like to work 
with in the future. Chapman’s 
list of most-admired (and liv¬ 
ing) dancemakers include Jiri 


ABT's risen star, Wes Chap¬ 
man 


Kylian, William Forsythe, 
Twyla Tharp, Alonzo King, 
Margo Sappington, Mark 
Morris, Lar Lubovitch and 
Eliot Feld — all non-main¬ 
stream, non-traditional ballet 
moderns. 

But he also explains, “Ev¬ 
ery time I step on the stage, I 
feel like I’m challenged — 
that’s part of the genius of the 
ballet language. I enjoy new 
ballets, all dancers do, but 
they’re not necessarily more 
fulfilling to dance. It’s a mis¬ 
take to think that a ballet 
dancer always needs ‘new’ 
work to feel challenged. You 
have to discover the artistry 
in the great works.” 

Today, Wes Chap/nan 
(who joined ABT in 1984) is 
clearly a risen star. The only 
missing ingredient in his as¬ 
cent is a permanent partner, 
providing a bond where each 
dancer both challenges and 
enlarges the other’s talent. 

Chapman mentions the 
“special rapport” he feels 
dancing with ballerina Aman¬ 
da McKerrow. He also praises 
the company’s other principal 
women with whom he often 
dances. But Chapman admits, 
“I’ve never had a partner 
where there’s the electricity 
of some of the legendary cou¬ 
ples. That’s something I can’t 
really control. It may happen. 
But I think ultimately it’s a 
matter of fate.” ▼

Moon, about two women 
who fall in love at a writers’ 
conference in Portland. “It’s 
quite traditional, and very 
sweet.” 

“The majority of new les¬ 
bian work could be called 
queer," Olson explained. 
“Most low-end, short format, 
raw video work like Snatch 
is great radical work. That 
format is being used by les¬ 
bians and people of color for 
lack of money, whereas gay 
white men tend to have or 
get the resources to make the 
larger format feature films 
with higher end production 
values.” 

Olson plans to curate 
filmic representation from 
both the radical and the more 
conservative sides of the les¬ 
bian/queer continuum. 

Her motivation as a cura¬ 
tor, she says, comes from her 
“sense of how politically im¬ 
portant it is for people to see 
representations of themselves 
in terms of reaffirming identi¬ 
ty.” ▼

There are many exercises 
you can do at home that re¬ 
quire no weights, or only min¬ 
imal weights. These exercises 
are valuable not only for 
those who wish to embark on 
a toning and shaping regime, 
but for those who regularly 
exercise but, for some reason, 
are unable to get to their usu¬ 
al gym or exercise class. 

One possible time these 
exercises might come in 
handy would be when you go 
on vacation and the only 
equipment you have is a hotel 
room, or the living room of a 
friend and whatever you have 
crammed into your suitcase. I 
don’t know about you, but 
my luggage is always heavy 
enough without packing a set 
of dumbbells! 

Abdominals 

It’s important to strength¬ 
en your abdominals, particu¬ 
larly if you plan to embark on 
a weight-training program. 
Abdominal muscles help sup¬ 
port the back and enable you 
to stand correctly. The most 
effective exercise for the ab¬ 
dominal area is called a 
“crunch.” Start by lying on 
your back with knees bent 
and soles of feet on the floor. 
Take a deep breath. As you 
exhale, try flattening your 
stomach to the floor so the 
curve in the small of your 
back flattens out and your 
stomach becomes concave. 

The next time you exhale, 
take it one step further so 
that your back rounds and 
your shoulders begin to move 
towards your knees. It’s not 
necessary to lift your torso 
completely off the floor as 



long as your abdominal mus¬ 
cles are contracted. Repeat 
this move as many times as 
possible, 25 repetitions is ide¬ 
al. 

Chest 

The most common exer¬ 
cise for the pectoral muscles 
is the press. Without weights, 
this exercise is something ev¬ 
eryone knows — the push-up. 
Doing a push-up can be diffi¬ 
cult since the whole body 
weight of the individual is in¬ 
volved. To work up to this 
level gradually, begin by 
kneeling on the floor. 

Place your hands on the 
floor in front of you and, bal¬ 
ancing on your knees, allow 
your entire torso to pitch for¬ 
ward (keep your back 
straight) so that your hands 
are directly under your shoul¬ 
ders with elbows pointed out 


to the sides. When your chin 
barely touches the floor, 
straighten your arms by push¬ 
ing your hands against the 
floor. Repeat this 10 times. If 
you can perform this move¬ 
ment more than 10 times, 
straighten and extend your 
legs behind you so you’re no 
longer resting on your knees 
but your toes. Lower your 
body to the ground, then 
push up. 

Lower Back and Buttocks 

What follows is a very effi¬ 
cient exercise I borrowed 
from the Hatha Yoga disci¬ 
pline. Lie face down on a 
firm, flat surface with your 
arms stretched in front of you 
on the floor, palms down. 

Tense your buttocks and 
legs, pointing your toes. Us¬ 
ing your hands on the floor as 
an aid and keeping your en¬ 
tire torso on the floor, try to 
lift your legs a few inches. 

Remember to keep your 
buttocks tight! If this exercise 
becomes easy, attempt lifting 
your torso and legs above the 
floor at the same time (balanc¬ 
ing on your pubic bone). This 
exercise can really help you 
work up a sweat. 

Thighs, Buttocks 

One basic leg exercise is 
known as a “squat” because 
you do just that. It’s advisable 
to position yourself near a 
wall or a sturdy chair you can 
place your hand on for bal¬ 
ance. 

Standing erect, with your 
feet apart (hip width), slowly 
bend your knees until your 
thighs are parallel to the floor 
and the angle created by the 
bending of the knees is 90 de¬ 
grees. Try to keep your feet 


flat on the floor and lead with 
the buttocks. It’s OK to pitch 
your torso forward a little, 
but keep your back straight 
and your chin up. Straighten 
your legs by pushing your 
feet against the floor. Repeat 
this exercise 15 times. 

Quadriceps 

Leg-lifts help shape the 
frontal thighs. 

Seat yourself on the floor 
with back straight and legs 
extended in front of you. 
Support your weight by plac¬ 
ing your hands behind your 
buttocks on the floor, lean 
back slightly and, keeping 
your abdominals tight, lift 
one leg as you exhale then 
slowly lower this leg. 

It helps to keep your toes 
pointed. After 15 repetitions, 
slowly shift to the other leg 
and repeat. 

Triceps 

Another exercise most peo¬ 
ple have encountered (in 
those awful elementary 
school gym classes?) is the tri¬ 
cep push-up. This exercise is 
best performed between two 
benches, but it also works 
when you sit on the floor 
with legs extended and knees 
bent. 

Position your arms close to 
the sides of your buttocks 
(you should almost be able to 
sit on your hands) and point 
your fingertips in the direc¬ 
tion of your knees. When 
your elbows bend, they 
should point in the direction 
behind you. To add height, 
you may place your feet on a 
low chair, the end of a sofa 
or a low bed. 

By pushing your palms 
into the floor, straighten your

arms, then slowly allow your 
elbows to bend again, control¬ 
ling the weight of your body 
at all times and keeping your 
back aligned. 

Do not allow your but¬ 
tocks to touch the floor until 
you have completed all of 
your repetitions (as many as 
you can do). This is a fairly 
difficult exercise and you may 
want to start with your feet 
on the ground, slowly work¬ 
ing up to the elevated posi¬ 
tion. 

Biceps 

This last exercise requires 
some weight resistance. We 
all use our bicep muscles dai¬ 
ly, just picking up grocery 
bags if nothing else, so we 
need to up the stakes a little. 
However, with a little ingenu¬ 
ity, you can manage without 
buying a set of dumbbells. 
Find something that feels 
heavy and is easy to hold in 
one hand. The possibilities 
are endless, but one would be 
a heavy book. 

Standing or seated, bring 
your closed fist toward your 
shoulder. Keep your elbow 
resting by your side and your 
torso still. Slowly lower your 
hand (holding the book, etc.) 
and then repeat. You can ei¬ 
ther do one arm at a time or, 
if you happen to have match¬ 
ing “weights,” both arms si¬ 
multaneously. If the weight 
isn’t heavy enough, just re¬ 
peat the movement until you 
reach muscle fatigue. You 
may have to do as many as 25 
repetitions, but the muscle 
will finally tell you when to 
stop. 

In the next column I’ll re¬ 
view some exercises that re¬ 
quire weights. ▼

targets,” he said, “staying on 
just long enough for the audi¬ 
ence to locate the bull’s eye 
and connect.” 

Slipping In and Out 

Although this success in 
the theatre was the fruit of 
the playwright’s labors, it 
wasn’t his original goal. 

“The objective was to 
write for completeness, for a 
kind of literary integrity in 
spite of the length,” he said. 
“That is, to slip into the play, 
steal the jewels and slip out 
without paying the price of 
long writing.” 

At the age of 60, Pintauro 
doesn’t seem to have paid any 
price for his blithe and color¬ 
ful career. Although he’s an 
ordained clergyman who left 
the church in the turbulent 
’60s, he isn’t the Rebel Priest 
this description might bring 
to mind. 

“I walked out the front 
door of the church, with their 
blessing,” he said. 

It was, however, a combi¬ 
nation of political awareness 
and coming out which 
prompted him to change ca¬ 
reers. Subsequently, he’s been 
awarded in the publishing 
world for his art direction of 
a collection of books, and in 
the world of communications 
for his print and television 
ads. A film made from his 
concept and script is now be¬ 
ing shown by NASA at their 
Galaxy Theatre’s Spaceport. 

But he is probably most 
pleased with his career as a 
poet, essayist and novelist. 


His novels include Cold 
Hands and State of Grace, 
and his short story “Jungle 
Dove” was included in Men 
on Men 2. But it is as a play¬ 
wright that he’s recently 
moved into high gear, with 
the newsmaking visibility of 
Raft of the Medusa, and, lo¬ 
cally, with the West Coast 
premiere of Wild Blue.

those who are long-term 
lovers, but not all of these in¬ 
volvements are idyllic inter¬ 
ludes.

He became a male 
fashion model and go-go 
dancer in Denver. He moved to 
San Francisco in the late ’60s 
and became involved in a 
Shakespeare company, con¬ 
tinued his modeling career 
and was a bartender at the 
original Midnight Sun on Cas¬ 
tro. While living at the “Hula 
Palace” on 18th and Castro, he 
helped start the Castro Street 
Fair. 

Cirby moved to Los Angeles 
around 1973 for the warmer 
climate and to seek other 
adventures. In LA, he tended 
bar at Griffs and lived with his 
former lover Don until Don 
moved to Maine. 

In the late ’70s r Cirby was 
discovered as an artist by The 
Hun, who helped him set up 
his first erotic art show. Cirby’s 
talent in erotic art included the 
male and female forms. His 
work has been shown coast-to- 
coast in bar shows and has 
been seen in publications such 
as Drummer, Mach, A Taste of 
Latex and Stroke. His work 
has also been tatooed on a few 
bodies. Before moving back to 
San Francisco in 1990, he 
worked as an accountant at the 
St. James Club in LA. 

Cirby’s sobriety was his first 
priority. In his nearly seven 
years clean and sober, he made 
an impact on many lives, both 
in and out of the recovery com¬ 
munity. He was also very 
proud of his leather lifestyle, 
and loved being noticed in his 
great latex and spandex out¬ 
fits. He competed in Physique 
’89 and won the bronze medal 
in the 40-49-year-old category. 
Cirby always kept his body 
buffed and his nipples big. 


After his disability began in 
early 1991, he was given the 
gift of time to devote himself to 
his art career and his extensive 
teddy bear collection. 

Cirby is survived by his 
brothers Terry of Stafford, VA, 
and Cody of Phoenix, AZ; his 
lover Darrel “Cub” Haven of 
San Francisco; and close 
friends too numerous to men¬ 
tion. Special thanks are due to 
the local chapter of the Na¬ 
tional Leather Association and 
the Trusted Servants, both of 
which counted Cirby among 
their members. Special thanks 
also go to the staff of the AIDS 
clinic at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia San Francisco campus, 
the nursing staff of the 10th 
floor of Long Hospital at the 
UCSF Medical Center, and 
Visiting Nurses and Hospice. 

A memorial service was 
held on Jan. 4, 1992, followed 
by a small gathering at Cirby’s 
home. Donations may be made 
in his name to the Shanti Pro¬ 
ject (825 Howard St.) or the 
AIDS Emergency Fund (1550 
California St.). ▼
